More : th<| years 
whose voice- in -chief was Byron, have always seemed 
to nu; amSiif:; the nio^t persoijal (so to speak), as they 
are C(*rt;iinly the* worst understood, in the natfonal 
existence. 'Fhey were years of storm and triumph 
on all the lines of human destiny; and they gave to 
history a generation at once- dandified and truculent, 
bigoted }el dissolute, magnificent hut vulgar (or so 
it seems to us), artistic, very sumptuous, and yet 
capable of astonishing effort and superb self-sacrifice. 
It was a geiuwation bent above all upon living its life 
to the utmost of its capacit}' ; and, though there are 
still those living who can remember when its master- 
poet — (for that, I take it, the singer of T4ara and Juan 
was) — was gathered to his fathers, so great a change 
has come upon his England in the interval between

the obsecpiies at Hucknall I'orkard and the wTiting 
of this Preface, that it is practically not less remote 
from ours than the England of Spenser and ;Xaleigh. 
Rightly or wrongly, then, I have written on the 
theory that to know something of Byron, one should 
know something of the aims and lives and person- 
alities of contemporary men and women, with some- 
thing of the social and political conditions which 
viii 
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ma^e him and his triumph possible. I cannot believe 
that tlys fir^ instalment, for all its bulk, will go far 
towards the accomplishment of such an end. But 1 
confess to cherishing a hope that, by the time I have 

finisihed my task, I sJiall be found to have formed a

collection of facts and portraitures, which, by making 
fora juster ap{Irehension of the quality and U'lnper of 
Byron’s environment, will make for a more intimate 
understanding of Byron’s charact(T and Byron’s 
achievement. Both these are extraordinary ; neither 
can be explained, or shouted, or sniffed away ; and it 
is merely futile to attempt an e.stimale of either til) 
one can do so with some knowledge of relevant 
and significant circumstanees, and with a certain 
sympathy (or the reverse, if it must hit so) with the 
influences under which the character was developed 
and the achievement done. • 

It will be found, I think, that in the course of my 
work I have made acknowledgments wherever they 
were due. In this place I have pleasure in tender- 
ing peculiar thanks to Mr. Alfred Morrison for per 
mission to copy certain pieces in his unrivalled 
Collection of Autographs,' and to Mr. James Filz- 
maurice-Kelly, as to Mr, Daniel Conner, for the 
communication of results, of lasting moment to this 
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contribution to the literature which hab accumulated,

As to my reading, I l^elicve 1 may aver, witliout 
hyperbole, it has been Uilerably expensive in the 
historical department; so that few nations c.vist, or 
have existed, with whose records 1 am not in some 
degree acquainted, from Herodotus down to Gibbor 
Of the classics, 1 know about a.s much as most 
school-boys after a discipline of thirteen years; of 
the law of the land as much as enable.-^ me to keep 
‘within the statute ’ — to use the poacher’s voc.abulary.

For some linu' this did 
very well, for no one was in pain for me hut my 
friends, and none lost their patience hut my hearers. 
At last, a fall from my horse convinced mo bodily 
siifTering was an evil ; and the worst ol an argument 
overset my maxims and rny teinjur at the same 
moment ; so 1 quitted Zeno for Aristippus, and 
conceive that pleasure constitutes the rn Ka\/n\ In 
morality, I [irefer Confucius to the Ten Command- 
meijts, and Socrates tf) St. I’auJ, though tlie two 
latter agree in their opinion of marriage. In religion, 
I favour the Catholic emancipation, hut I do not 
acknowledge the Tope : and I have refused to take 
the sacrament, because I do not think eating l)read 
or drinking wine from the hand of an earthly vicar 
, -.will make me an inheritor of heaven. 1 hold virtue, 
general, eft the virtues severally, to be only in the 
"■^disposition, each a feeling^ not a principle. I believe 
truth the prime attribute of the Deity, and death an 
eternal sleep, at least of the body. You have here 
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a brief compendium of the sentimcnls of iho^ivicked 
George Lord Lyron ; and, till I get a new suit,' you 
will perceive 1 am badly cloaUicd.

Before this reaches you, Ilobhouse, two officers^ Hi 
wives, three children, two waiting-maids, ditto suljal- 
terns for the troops, three Portuguese esquires, and 
domestics, in all nineteen souls, will have sailed in 
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the Lislion packet with the noble Captain Kidd* as 
gallant commander as ever smuggled an anker of 
riglit Nantz. We are going to Lisbon first, because 
the Malta jiacket has sailed, dye see? from Lisbon 
to (Gibraltar, Malta, Constantinople, and ‘ all that/ 
as Orator Henley said when he put the Church and 
* all that ' in danger. 

'J’his town of Falmouth, as you will partly conjec- 
ture, is no great way from the sea. It is defended on 
the sea side by ivvny castles, St. Mawes and Pendennis, 
extremely well calculated for annoying everybody 
except an enemy. St Mawes is garri.soned by an able- 
bodied persc^n of fourscon*, a widower. He has the 
whole command and sole management of six most 
unmanageable pieces of ordnance, admirably adapted 
for tl»e deslructioii of f^endennis, a like tow'cr of 
strength on the opposite side of the channel. Wo 
have seen St. Mawes, but Pendennis they will not 
let us behold, save at a di.stance, becau.se Hobhousc 
and ] are suspected of having already taken St. 
Maw'cs by a coup de main. 

The town contains many Quakers and salt fish ; 
the oysters have a ta.ste of copper, owing to the soil 
of a mining country; the women (ble.sscd be the 
corporation therefor) arc flogged at the cart’s tail 
when they pick and steal, as happened to on't^qf 
the fair sex yc.slerday noon. She was pertinacious 
in hi*r behaviour, and damned the mayor. 

This is all I know of Falmouth, nothing of note 
occurred in our way down, except that on Hartford 
Bridge we changed horses at an inn, where the great 
apostle of pederastry, Beckford, sojourned for the 
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night. ^ \Vc tried in vain to see the martyr of pre- 
judice,, but could not. What we thought singular, 
though you perljaps will not, was tlyil L'^ Courtney 
travelled the same niglU on the same road, only one 
stage behind him. 

Hodgson, remember me tp the I )rury, and remember 
me to yourself when drunk. I am not worth a sober 
thouglit. Look to my satire at Cawthorn’s, C-ockspur 
Stn^et, and look to the Miscellany of the Hobhoiise. 
It has pleased Providence to interfere in behalf of a 
suffering public by giving him a .sprained wrist, so that 
he cannot write, and there is a cessation of ink-shed. 

I don’t know when 1 can write again, because it 
depends on that experienced navigator, C"a plain 
Kidd, and the ‘stormy winds that (don’t) blow’ at 
this season. 1 leave England without regret, I shall 
return to it without pleasure. I am like Adam, llie 
first convict, sentenced to transportation, but I Itave 
no Jwe, and have eaten no ap[)h? but what was Sfuir 
as a crab ; and thus ends my first chapter.

Thus far have wo pursued oiir route, and seen all 
sorts of marvellous sights, palaces, convents, etc.; — 
which, being to bo beard in my friend Hobhoiise’s 
forthcoming Book of Travels, I shall not anticipate 
by smuggling any account whatsoever to you in a 
private and clandestine manner. I must just observe, 
that the village of Cintra in Estremadura is the most 
beautiful, j>erhaps, in the world.

Wlien the Portuguese are ptTtinaeious, I say, 
Carnu'/to/ -{\u' gn‘at oath of the grandees, that 
very well supi)lies the place of ‘Damme,’ — and 
when dissatisfied with my neighbour, I i)ronounce 
him yf/z/M; merdo. ^Vith these two phrases, and 
a third, Avra boiiro, which signifieth ‘(iet an ass,’ 

I am universally understood to he a person of degree 
and a master of languages, llow merrily we lives 
that travellers he!— if we had food and raiment. 
Hut, in sober sadness, anything is better than England, 
and I am infinitely amused with my pilgrimage as 
far as it lias gone.

1 have just arrived at this place after a journey 
through J\)riugal, iinil a {)art of Sj)ain, of nearly 500 
miles. YV left I.ishon and travelled on horseback 
to Seville and Cadi/, and thence in the llyperion 
frigate to (libraltar. The horses are excellent — we 
rode seventy miles a day. h'ggs and wine, and 
Itard beds, are all the accommodation we found, 
and, in siieh torrid weather, (juite enough. 'M\ 
health is better than in England. 

Seville is a fine town, and the Sierm MoreJia, part 
of which we crossed, a very sufficient mountain ; but 
damn descri])tion, it is always disgusting. Cadi/, 
.sweet Cadiz!— it i.s llie first .spot in the creation. 
The beauty of its streets and mansions is only 
excelled by the loveliness of its inliabitants. For, 
with all national prejudice, I must confess the women 
of Cadiz are as far .superior to the English women in 
beauty as the Spaniards are inferior to the English in 
every* quality that dignifies the name of man. Just 
as I began to know the principal persons of the city, 
1 was obliged to sail. 

You will not expect a long letter after iny riding 
so far ‘ on holjow pampered jades of Asia.* Talking 
of Asia puls me in mind of Africa, which is within 
five miles of my present residence. I am going over 
before I go on to Constantinople. 
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r.'idi/ 'is i\ (f in)|)l(‘U- ('ytlicia. Man)' of tlu* 
^i;raiKlrcs who iiavc lofi Madrid during ihc tioubUs 
reside there, and I do believe it is die jneltiest and 
f leanesl town in Europe. London is lillhy in the 
comparison. *I'he S[jaiiisli women are all alike, 
their education the saincv 'i'he wife of a duke i.N 
in informatiim, as the wife of a ]ieasanl, - llu* wile of 
jM'asanl, in manner, equal to a duc'hess. Lertainly 
lliey are fascinating; but their minds have only one 
idea, and llio biisiiu*-.s of theii lives is intrigue. 

I have seen Sir Jolu^ ( *arr at Sev ille anti Cadiz, 
and, like Swifts barber, have been down on my 
knees to beg he would not ]Hit me into black and 
whiti‘. Ih'ay n'member me to the Drurys and the 
Itavies, and all of that stamp who are yet extant. 
Send me a U*tter and news to Malta. My next 
e[)istk‘ shall lie Irom Mount ('aucasiis or Mount 
Sion. 1 ''hall return to Sjiain before I see ICngland, 
tor I am enamoured of the country.

Dear Molhei, -1 have been so much occupied 
since my departure from England, that till J could 
.iddicss you at length I have forborne writing alto- 
gether. As I have now jiasscd through Portugal, and 
a considerable part of Spain, and have jeisure at this 
place, 1 .shall endea\our to give you a short detail of 
my movements. Wc sailed from Falmouth on the 
2 m\ of julv, reached Lisbon, after n very favourable 
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passa^' t>r tt»ur days aiul a half, and up our 
abode. in that city. It has often been dc.srribcd 
without bein^ wrthy of descriinion • for, e.\cc])l the 
view from the 'bagus, which is beautiful, and some 
fine churches and convents, it contains little but fillliv 
streets and inoretillby inha4>itants. 'bo make amends 
for this, the village <»f Cintra, about fifteen miles from 
the capital, is, pc!haj)s in every respect, the most 
deliginful in Kur(>pe ; it contains beauties rif every 
d('s('ri])iion, natural and artificial. Palaces ami gar 
dens lising in tiv* mid^t of rtj(‘ks, cataracts, and 
preci[)ic'cs ; convents on stupendous heights — a dis- 
tant view of tile sea and the "Jagui'' ' besides 

1 1 hough th.tl is a secondary consideration), is remark 
able as the scene of Sii H. D.’s convention. It 
unites in il.self all the wildnc-ss of the western higlv 
lands, with the verdure of the sinilh of ^'rance. Near 
this plaec, al)oul ti'n miles to the right, is the palace 
of Mafra, the boast id Portugal, as it might be of any 
cuimlry, in point of magnificeiu'e without elegance. 
There is a cfinvenl annexed; the Monks, who possess 
large revenues, are courteous enough, and unclersland 
I^atin* so that we had a long conversation,: they have 
a large library, and asked me if the En^^Hsh had afiy 
books in their country. 1 sent my baggage and part 
of the servants by sea to (libraltar, and travelled on 
horseback from Aldea Galhega (the first stage from 
Lisbon, which is only accessible by water) to Scvilli* 
(one of the n^pst famous cities in Spain), where the 
government called the Junta is now held. 'Fhe dis- 
tance to Seville is nearly four hundred miles, and to 
Cadi/ almost ninety further towards the coast. I had 
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orclcrb from the government, and every pot.silr>le ac- 
(-omriiodation on the road, as an English nobleman, 
in an English tmiform, is a very reftpectablc person 
ago in Spain at present. The horses are remarkably 
go(»d, and the roads (1 assure you upon m) honour, 
for )()u will hardly believe it) very far superior to the 
best British roads, without the smallest loll or luni' 
pike. You ^\ill suppose this when 1 rod»' post to 
.Seville in four days, through this parching country, iti 
the midst of summer, without fatigue or annoyance. 
Seville is a beautiful town ; though liic streets are 
narrow tlicy are clean. We lodged in the house of 
two Spanish unmarried ladies, who possess six houses 
in Seville, and gave me a ciiriou.s sjjeciinen of Spanish 
manners. Fhey are women of character, and the 
eldest a fine woman, the youngest pretty, but not so 
good a figure as Donna Josepha. 'I'he freedom of 
manner which is general here astonislicd me not a 
little ; and in the course of further obserxalion I find 
that reserve is not the characteri.stic of the Spanish 
belles, who are, in general, very handsome, with large 
black eyes, and very fine forms. The eldest honoured 
your H}nvo}fliy sun with very particular attention, em- 
bracing him with great tenderness at parting (I was 
there but three clays), after cutting off a lock of his, 
liair, and presenting him w'ith one of her own, about' 
three feet in length, which I send, and beg you will 
retain till niy return. Her last w'ords were, ‘ Adios tu 
kermoso! me gusto mucho,^ — ‘Adieu, you pretty 
fellow, you please me much.’ She offered a share 
of her apartment, which my virtue induced me to 
decline ; she laughed, and said I had some English 
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ama/tjc yoor), and acldt-d that she was g(iing to l»e 
marrit^d to an officer in the Spanish army. I left 
Seville, and rode on to C'adi/, thr4)iigh a beautiful 
country. At AVm, whore the sherry w'c drink is 
made,*^I met a groat merchant, a Mr. Gordon, of 
Scotland, who was oxtremdy polite, and favoured me 
with the inspection of his vaults and cellars, so that I 
quaffed at the fountain-head. Cadiz, sweet Cadiz, is 
the most delightful town I ever beheld, v('ry different 
from our English cities in every respect except clean- 
liness (and it is as clean as f.ondon), but still l)eauti“ 
ful, and full of the finest women in Spain, the Cadiz 
belles being the !.ancashire witches of their land. 
Just as 1 was introduced, and began to like the 
grandees, 1 was forced to leave it for this cursed 
place; but before I return to England I will visit it 
again. The night before I left it, I sat in the box at 
the op('ra with Admiral Cordova\ family ; he is the 
commander whom Lord St. Vineent defeated in 1797, 
and has an aged wife and a fine daughter, Sennorita 
Cordova ; tlie girl is very pretty in tlie Spanish style, 
in my opinion by no means inferior to the English in 
chartns, and certainly superior in fascination. l.ong 
black hair, dark languishing eyes, ckar olive complex- 
ions, and forms more graceful in motion than can be 
conceived by an Englishman used to the drow.sy, 
listless air of his countrywomen, added to the most 
becoming dress, and, at the same lime, the most 
decent in ih^ world, render a Spanish beauty irresist- 
ible, I beg leave to obser\e that intrigue here is the 
business of life ; when a woman marries she throws 
off all restraint, but I believe their conduct is chaste 
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enough U'^fore. If you make a |)roposal, jvhieh in 
England would bring a box on the car from I he 
meekest of virgins, to a Spanish girl^she thanks you 
for the honour you intend her, and replies: ‘Wait 
till I am marri(‘d, and I shall be too happy.' This is 
literally and strictly true- Miss ('. and her littl(' 
brother understood a little Freni'h, ami, after rcr. ret- 
ting my igtroranec of the Spanish, she [rroposed {o 
become my preceptress in that language. I could 
only r<‘ply by a low bow, and (‘\press my regret that 
T fjuilted ( adi/ too soon to ])ermit me lo makt* the 
progress which would doiibtle.ss attend my studies 
under .so clrarming a directress. I was standing at 
the back of lht‘ bo\, which resi.inblcs our Opera 
boxes (llu* tbcalrc is large, and finely decorated, the 
music admirable), in the manner in wliieh Englisli- 
mcn generally ado|)l for h'ar of inr'ommoding the 
ladies in front, when this lair .'Spaniard dispossessi cl 
an old woman (an aunt oi a duenna) of her 'hair 
and commanded me to be seated next herself, at a 
lolerahlc distance from her mamma. .Vl the clo.se of 
the performaiK'c I wiilidrcw, and was lounging with 
a party of men in the passage, when, tN passant^ the 
lady turned round and called me, and I had the 
honour of attending her lo the admiral’s mansion. 
I have an invitation on my return lo ( 'adi/,, which I 
shall accept, if I repass through the country on my 
return from Asia. 1 have met Sir John ('arr, Knight 
]‘>rant, at Seville and ('adiz. He is a plea.sant man. 
I like the Spaniards much. Y<«u have heard of the 
battle near Madrid, and in England they will call it a 
victory — a pretty victory ! Two hundred officers and 
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5000 nicn k\\k%\, nil English, and llu' ErcnHi m as 
great force as over. I should have joined the army, 
hut we have no, time to lose hefore wo get up the 
Mediterranean and Archipelago. 1 am going over to 
Africa lo-rnorrow ; it is only six miles from this

Dear Mother, — I'hough I have a very short time ivH 
to spare, being to sail immediately for Greece, I 
cannot avoid taking an opportunity of telling you 
that I am well. I have been in Malta a short time, 
and have found the inhabitants hospitable and 
pleasant. This letter is committed to the charge of 
a very extraordinary woman, whom you have doubt- 
less heard of, Mrs. Spencer Smith, of whose escape 
the ‘Marquis de Salvo published a narrative a few 
years ago. She has .since been shipwrecked, and 
her life ha.s been from its commcnccmenl so fcjrtile 
in remarkable incidents, that in a romance they 
would appear improbable. She was born at Con- 
.stantinople, whc.Te her father, Baron Herbert, was 
Austrian Ambassador; married unhappily, yet has 
never i>ecn imi)earhed in point of character ; excited 
tlie vcngeatice (>f Buonaparte by a part in .some con- 
spiracy ; several times risked her life ; and is not yet 
twenty-five. She is here on her way to England, to 
join her hasband, being obliged to leave 'Fricste, 
where she was paying a visit to her mother, by the 
approach of the French, and embarks soon in a ship 
of war. Since my arrival here, I have had scarcely 
any other companion. I have found her very pretty, 
very accomplished, and extremely eccentric. Buona- 
parte is even^now so incensed against her, that her 
life would be in some danger if she were taken 
prisoner a second time. 

You have seen Murray and Robert by this time, 
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and rccijivul my letter — little has ha])])ened, since 
I hat date. 1 have touched at Cagliari, in Sr^rdinia, 
and at (jirgenti^ in Sicily, and cml)aT:k to-morrow for 
l^atras, from whence 1 proceed to Yanina, where Ali 
J*acha holds his court, so 1 shall soon he among the 
Mussulmans. Adieu. — Relieve me, with sincerity, 
yours ever, Bykon. 


TO THK HONOURABLE MRS. BYRON 

PrciuiUf Xovcjfibrr 12, tSoo. 

My dear Mother, — I have now been some time in 
Turkey : this place is on the coast, but I have 
traversed the interior of the province of Albania, on 
a visit to tlui Pacha. I left Malta in the Spider^ a 
brig of war, on the 2 isl of Si‘plember, and arrived in 
eight days at Prevesa. I thence havi; been about 150 
miles as far as 'Pepaleen, his Highness's country 
palace, where 1 staid three days. Phe name of the 
Pacha is Alt, and he is ron.sidered a man of the first 
abilities, he governs the whole of Albania (the ancient 
IllyTicum), Epirus, and part of Macedonia. His son, 
Velly Pacha, to whom he has given me letters, 
governs the Morea, and he has great influence in 
Egypt ; in short, he is one of the most powerful men 
in the Ottoman empirt*. When 1 reached Yanina, 
the capital, after a journey of three days over the 
mountains, through a country of the most picturesque 
beauty, I found that Ali Pacha was with his army in 
Illyricum, besieging Ibrahim Pacha in the castle of 
Berat. He had heard that an Englishman of rank 
was in his dominions, and had left orders in Yanina 
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with (^onimandanl to proviih' a liousi*, ai^ supply 
me witlj every kind of necessary gratis ; and, though 
I have been allowed to make prescntii to the slaves, 
etc., I have not l)ccn permitted to pay for a single 
article of household consumption. 1 rode out on 
the vizier’s horses, and sa\>fc the [)alaces of him and 
his grandsons : they are splendid, but too much 
ornan\ented with silk and gold. I then went over 
the mountains through Zitza, a village with a Greek 
monastcTy (where I sk‘pt on my njturn), in the most 
beautiful situation (always excepting Cinlra in Por- 
tugal) I ever Ijeheld. In nine days I reached Tepaleen. 
(3ut journe) was much prolongi'd by the torrents that 
lud fallen frf)m the mountains, and intersected the 
roads. 1 shall ne\er forg(‘t tlu* singular .scene on 
entering 'lVpale<*n at five in the afternoon, as the sun 
was going down ; it brought to my mind (with some 
ehange of dress however) Scott's descripti(,m of 
nranksomc Castle in his Lay^ and the feudal system. 
'The Albanians in their dresses (the most magnificent 
m the world, (’onsisting of a long w/iite kilt^ gold- 
w’orked cloak, crimson velvet gold-laced jatket and 
waistcoat, silver-mounted pistols and daggers), the 
Tartars with their high caps, the Turks in their vast 
pelisses and turbans, the soldiers and black slaves 
with the horses, the former in groups in an immense 
large open gallery in front of the palace, the latter 
placed in a kind of cloLster below it, two hundred 
steeds ready ^caparisoned to move in a moment, 
couriers entering or passing out with dispatches, the 
kettle-drums beating, boys calling the liour from the 
minaret of the mosque, altogether, with the singular 
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a])pearar/je of the building itself, formed a nrw and 
delightful spectacle to a stranger. I was conducted 
to a very handsome apartment, and my health in- 
quired after by the vizier^s secretary, d la inode 
lurfjue, I'he next day I was introduced to Ali 
Pacha. I was dressed in«a full suit of staff uniform, 
with a \ery magniiicent sabre, etc. 'Phe vizier 
received rne in a large room paved with marble ; a 
fountaiii was playing in the centre ; the apartment 
was surrounded by scarlet ottomans. He received 
me standing, a v.onderful compliment from a 
Mussulman, and made me sit down on his right 
hand. • I have a (Ireek interpreter for general use, 
l)ut a I’hysician of Ali’s, named Femlario, who 
understands Latin, acted for mo on this occasion. 
Pfis first question was, why, at so early an age, I left 
my country ? — (the 'Furks have no idtia of travelling 
for amusement.) He then saitl, the English minister, 
Captain Leake, had told him 1 was of a great family, 
and desired his respects to my mother; which I 
now, in the name of Ali Pacha, present to you. He 
said he was certain I was a man of birth, because 1 
had small ears, curling hair, and little white Hands, 
and expressed himself pleased with my appearance 
and garb. He told me to consider him a fa*^er 
whilst I was in Turkey, and said be looked on me as 
his son. Indeed, he treated me like a child, sending 
me almonds and sugared sherbet, fruit and sweet- 
meats, tvrenty times a day. He beggqd me to visit 
him often, and at night, when he was at leisure. I 
then, after coffee and pipes, retired for the first time. 
I saw him thrice afterw'ards. It is singular, that the 
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Turks, \^J^o have no hereditary dignities, •and few 
great families, except the Sultans, pay so much 
respect to birtlk; for I found my •pedigree more 
regarded than my title. 

His Highness is sixty years old, very fat, and not 
tall, but with a fine face, light blue eyes, and a white 
beard; his manner is very kind, and’ at the same 
time he possesses that dignity which I find universal 
amongst the Turks. He has the appearance of any* 
thing but his real character ; for he is a remorseless 
tyrant, guilty of tlie most horrible cruelties, very brave, 
and so good a general, that they call him the 
Mahometan Buonaparte. Napoleon has twice oflered 
to make him King of Epirus ; but he prefers the 
English interest, and aUiors the French, as he him- 
self told me. He is of so much consequence, that 
he is much courted by both; the Albanians being 
the most warlike subjects of the Sultan, though Ali 
is only nominally dependent on the Porte. He has 
been a mighty warrior ; but is as barbarous as he is 
successful, roasting rebels, etc. etc. Buonaparte sent 
him a snuff-box, with his picture ; he said Ihe snuff- 
box \?'as very well, but the picture he could excuse, 
as he neither liked it nor the original. His ideas of 
judging of a man’s birth from ears, hands, etc., were 
curious enough. To me he was, indeed, a father, 
giving me letters, guards, and every possible accom- 
modation. Our next conversations were of war and 
travelling, politics and England. He called my 
Albanian soldier, who attends me, and told him to 
protect me at all hazard. His name is Viscillie, and, 

’ like all the Albanians, he is brave, rigidly honest, and 
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raiihf'ul ; hut they arc cruel, though udI treacherous ; 
and liavc several vices, l)ut no meannesses. » They 
are, perhaps, the most beautiful race, in point of 
countenance, in tlic world ; tlicir women are some- 
times handsome also, but they are treated like slaves, 
beaten^ and, in short, complete beasts of burthen ; they 
])loiigh, dig, and sow. J found them carryii'g wood, 
and actually re])airing the highways. 'J'he men arc 
all soldiers, and war and the chase their sole occupa- 
tion. The women are tiu* lalKiiirc^rs, which, after all, 
is no great hardship in so delightful a climate. 
Vesterday, the i ith of November, 1 bathed in the 
sea ; to-day it is so hot that 1 aiu writing in a shady 
room of the English ('onsuls, with llirec doors wide 
open, no fire, or even fire-place in the house, except 
for culinary purpost‘s. To-day I saw the remains of 
tin' town of Actium, near whic'h Antony lost the 
world, in n small bay where two frigates could hardly 
maineuvre : a broken wall is the sole remnant. On 
another [Kirl of the gulf stand the ruins of Nieo[)olis, 
built by Augustus in honour of his victory. East 
night 1 was at a Greek marriage : but this, and a 
iboiisand things more, I have neither time nor "^space 
to describe. I arn going to-morrow^ with a guard of 
fifty men, to Patras in the Morea, and thence - to 
Athens, wdiere I shall winter. Two days ago, I \Vas 
nearly lost in a Turkish ship of war, owdng to the 
ignorance of the captain and crew', though the storm 
was not violent. Fletcher yelled after^ his wife, the 
(Jrecks called on all the Saints, the Mussulmans on 
Alla ; the captain burst into tears and ran below^ deck, 
telling us to call on God ; the sails were split, the 
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niain-y^iit^ shivi;rc-ds ihe blowing frcsb,Jllu: night 

setting, in, and all our chance was to make Corfu, 
which is in j>ossc#sion of the Frencli,/)r (as Klclcher 
pathetically termed it) watery grave.' I did what 
I could to console Fletcher, but finding him incorrig- 
ible, wrapped myself up iiv my Albanian capote (an 
immense ch>ak), and lay down on deck to wait the 
worst. I have learnt to philosophize in my travels, 
and if I had not, complaint was useless. Luckily the 
N\ind abated, and only drove us on the coast of Suli, 
on the mainland, where we landed, and proceeded, 
by the lielp of the natives, to Prevesa again; but I 
shall not trust Turkish sailors in future, though the 
Paf:ha liad ordered one of his own galliots to take me 
to Patra>.. I am therefore going as far as Missolonghi 
by land, and there luive only to cross a small gulf to 
get to Patras. FK teheFs nex! epistle will be full of 
marvels: we were one niglit lost for nine hours in 
the mountains in a thunderstorm, and since nearly 
wrecked. In both cases Fletcher was sorely be- 
wildered, from apprehensions of famine and banditti 
in the first, and drowning in the second instance. 
His c^es were a little hurt by the lightning, or crying 
(I don’t know which), but are now reeo\ered. When 
you write, address me at Mr. Strane’s, English Consul, 
Patras, Morea. 

I could tell you I know not how many incidents 
that I think would amuse you, but they crowd on my 
mind as much as they would swell my paper ; and 1 
can neither arrange them in the one, or put them 
down in the other, except in the greatest confusion. 
I like the Albanians much; they are not all Turks ; 
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some tribes arc Christians ; but their religvjiu makes 
little difference in their manner or conduct ; they are 
esteemed the best troops in the Turkish service. I 
lived on my route, two days at once, and three days 
again, in a barrack at Salora, and never found soldiers 
so t(^lerable, though I have been in the garrisons of 
(Gibraltar and Malta, and .sten Spanish, French, 
Sicilian, and British troops in abundance. I have 
had nothing stolen, and was always welcome to their 
j)rovision ajid milk. Not a week ago an Albanian 
chief (every village has its chief, who is called Prim- 
ate), after helping us out of the Turkish galley in her 
di.stress, feeding u.s, and lf)dging my suite, consisting 
of Fletcher, a Greek, two Athenians, a Greek Priest, 
and my companion, Mr. Hobhouse, refu.scd any com- 
[)ensation but a written paper stating that I w'as well 
received; and when I pressed him to accept a few 
sequins, * No,’ he replied ; ‘ I wish you to love me, 
not to pay me/ These are his words. It is aston- 
ishing how far money goes in this country. While I 
was in the capital I had nothing to pay by the Vizier’s 
order ; but since, though I have generally had sixteen 
horses, and generally six or seven men, the expense 
has not been /la// as much as staying only three weeks 
in Malta, though Sir A. Ball, the Governor, gave 
me a house for nothing, and I had only one servant 
By-the-by, I expect Hanson to remit regularly; for 
I am not about to stay in this province for ever. Let 
him write to me at Mr. Strane’s, Epglish Consul, 
Patras. The fact is, the fertility of the plains is 
wonderful, and specie is scarce, which makes this 
remarkable cheapness, I am going to Athens to 
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Study jnodern Greek, which differs much/rom the 
ancient, though radically similar. I have no desire 
to return to England, nor shall I, i^dess compelled 
by absolute want, and Hanson’s neglect ; but I shall 
not enter into Asia for a year or two, as I have much 
to see in Greece, and !• may perhaps cross into 
Africa, at least the Egyptian part. Fletcher, like all 
Englishmen, is very much dissatisfied, though a little 
reconciled to the Turks by a present of eighty 
piastres from the Vizier, which, if you consider every- 
thing, and the value of specie here, is nearly worth 
ten guineas English. He has suffered nothing but 
from cold, heat, and vermin, which those who lie in 
cottages and cross mountains in a cold country must 
undergo, and of which I have ecpially partaken with 
himself; but he is not valiant, and is afraid of 
robbers and tempests. I have no one to be remem- 
bered to in England, and wish to hear nothing from 
it, but that you are well, and a letter or two on 
business from Hanson, whom you may tell to write. 
I will write when I can, and beg you to believe me 
your affectionate son, Byron, 

P.!?. — I have some very magnifique Albanian 
dresses, the only expensive articles in this country. 
They cost fifty guineas each, and have so much 
gold, they w'ould cost in England two hundred. I 
have been introduced to Hussim Bey and Mahmont 
Pacha, l)oth little boys, grandchildren of Ali, at 
Yanina. They are totally unlike our lads, have 
painted complexions like rouged dowagers, large 
black eye.s, and features perfectly regular. They are 
the prettiest little animals T ever .saw, and are broken 
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into the ^court ceremonies already. The^ Turkish 
salute is a slight inclination of the head, with the 
hand on the breast. Intimates ahyays kiss. Mah- 
mont is ten years old, and hopes to sec me again. 
We are friends without understanding each other, 
like many other folks, though from a different cause. 
He has given me a letter to his lather in the Morea, 
to whom I have also letters from Ali l^acha. 


TO THK HONOUR AHLK MRS. BYRON 

Smyrna, March 19, 1810. 

V Dear Mother, — I cannot wTite you a long letter; 
but as I know you will not be sorry to receive any 
intelligence of my movements, pray accept what I 
can give. I have traversed the greatest part of 
Greece, besides Epirus, etc. etc., resided ten weeks at 
Athens, and am now on the Asiatic side on my way 
to Constantinople. I have just returned from view- 
ing the ruins of Ephesus, a day's journey from 
Smyrna. I presume you have received a long letter 
I wrote from Albania, wuth an account of my recep- 
tion by the Pacha of the province. • 

When I arrive at Constantinople T shall determine 
whether to proceed into Persia or return, which latter, 
I do not wish, if I can avoid it. But I have no 
intelligence from Mr. Hanson, and but one letter 
from yourself. I shall stand in need of remittances 
whether I proceed or return. I have written to him 
repeatedly, that he may not plead ignorance of my 
situation for neglect. I can give you no account of 
anything, for I have not lime or opportunity, the

frigatti, sqjiUng immediately. Indeed, the /urther I 
go the. more my laziness increases, and my aversion 
to letter-writing Jbecomes more conrymed. I have 
written to no one but to yourself and Mr. Hanson, 
and these are communications of business and duty 
rather than of inclination. • 

P'letcher is very much di.sgustcd with his fatigues, 
though he has undergone nothing that I have not 
shared. He is a poor creature; indeed English 
servants are detestable travellers. I have, besides 
him, two Albanian soldiers and a Greek interpreter, 
all excellent in their way. Greece, particularly in the 
vicinity of Athens, is delightful cloudless skies and 
lovely landscapes. But I must reserve all account of 
my adventures till we meet. I keep no journal, but 
my friend Hobhouse scribbles incessantly. Pray take 
care of Murray and Robert, and tell the boy it is the 
most fortunate thing for him that he did not accom- 
pany me to Turkey. Consider this as merely a notice 
of my safety, and believe me, yours, etc. etc.,

Smyrna^ April lo, t8xo. 

Dear Mother,— To-morrow, or this evening, I sail ix 
for Constantinople in the Salsetie frigate of thirty-six 
guns. She returns to England with our ambassador, 
whom she is going up on purpose to receive. I have 
written to you short letters from Athens, Smyrna, 
and a long one from Albania. I have not yet 
mustered courage for a second large epistle, and you 
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miisl not l)c angry, since I take all opportunities of 
apprizing you of my safety ; but even that is an effort, 
writing is so irksome. I have been traversing Greece, 
and Epirus, Illyria, etc. etc., and you see by my date, 
have got into Asia. I liave made but one excursion 
lately to the ruins of Ephesus. Malta is the rendez- 
vous of my letters, so address to that island. Mr. 
Hanson has not written, though I wished to hear of 
the Norfolk sale, the Lancashire law-suit, etc. etc. I 
am anxiously expecting fresh remittances. I believe 
you will like Nottinghamshire, at least my share of it. 
Pray accept my good wishes in lieu of a long letter, 
and believe me, yours sincerely and affectionately,

TO I'HK JiONOl'RAULK MRS. UVKON 

‘ ^ahd/c' frigait', off the Dardanelks, 
April 17, 1810. 

/ Dear Madam, — I write at anchor (in our way to 
C Constantinople) off the Troad, which I traversed two 
days ago. All the remains of Troy are the tombs of 
her destroyers, amongst which I see that of Anti- 
lochus from my cabin window. These are 'large 
mounds of earth, like the barrows of the Danes in 
your island. There arc several monuments, about^^^ 
twelve miles distant, of the Alexandrian Troas, which 
I also examined \ but by no means to be compared 
with the remnants of Athens and Ephesus. This 
will be sent in a ship of war bound with despatches 
for Malta. In a few days we shall be at Con- 
stantinople, barring accidents. I have also written 
from Smyrna, and shall, from time to time, transmit 
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short ;ic<iC)unls of iny movements, but I f«el totally 
unequal to long letters. — Believe me, yours very 
sincerely, • • Byron.

TO THE REV. HENRY DRURY 

• Sahr//c' AJay 3, 1810. 

My dear Drury, — When I left England nearly a /.w# 
year ago, you requested me to write to you— I will 
do so. 1 have crossed Portugal, traversed the soutli 
of Spain, visited Sardinia, Sicily, Malta, and thence 
pas-sed into Turkey, where I am still wandering. J 
first landed in Albania, the ancient Ji)pirus, where we 
penetrated as far as Mount I’omarit -e.\rellently 
treated by the chief Ali Pacha, - and, after journey- 
ing through Illyria, Chaonia, etc., crossed the Gulf 
of Actium, with a guard of fifty Albanians, and 
passed the Achelous in our route through Acarnania 
and .d^tolia. W’e stopped a .short lime in the Morea, 
crossed the Gulf of Lepanto, and landed at the foot 
of Parnassus saw all that Delphi retain.s, and so 
on to Thebes and Athens, at which last we remained 
ten weeks. 

His Majesty’s ship Pyiades brought us to Smyrna, 
but not before we had topographised Attica, in- 
cluding of qpurse Marathon and the Sunian pro- 
montor>\ From Smyrna to the Troad (which we 
visited when at anchor, for a fortnight, off the tomb 
of Antilochus) was our next stage ; and now we are 
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in the Da;*clanelles, waiting for a wind to pr,owd to 
Constantinople. 

This morning I swam from Sestos ^oAbydos, I'lie 
immediate distance is not above a mile, but the 
current renders it hazardous ; -so much so that I 
doubt whether LeanderV conjugal affection must 
not have been a little chilled in his passage to 
Paradise. 1 attempted it a week ago, and failed, — 
owing to the north wind and the wonderful rapidity 
of the tide, --though I have been from my childhood 
a strong swimmer, but, this morning being calmer, 

I succeeded, and crossed the ‘ broad Hellespont * in 
an hour and ten minutes. 

Well, my dear sir, I have left my home, and seen 
part of Africa and Asia, and a tolerable portion of 
Europe. I have been with generals and admirals, 
princes and pachas, governors and ungovernables, — 
but 1 have not time or paper to expatiate. I wish to 
let you know that I live with a friendly remembrance 
of you, and a hope to meet you again ; and if I do 
this as shortly as possible, attribute .it to anything 
but forgetfulness. 

(ireecc, ancient and modern, you know too' w’ell 
to require description. Albania, indeed, I have seen 
more of than any Englishman (exce[>t a Mr, Leake), ^ 
for it is a countr>^ rarely visited, from the savage 
character of the natives, though abounding in more 
natural beauties than the classical regions of Greece, 
—which, however, are still eminently beautiful, 
particularly Delphi and Gape Colonna in Attica. 
Vet these are nothing to parts of Illyria and Epirus, 
where places without a name, and rivers not laid 
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down maps, may, one^day, when more jcnown, be 
justly psteemed superior subjects, for the pencil and 
the pen, to the dry ditch of the Ilissus and the bogs 
of Boeotia. 

The Troad is a fine field for conjecture and snipe- 
shooting, and a good spprtsman and an ingenious 
scholar may exercise their feet and faculties to great 
advantage upon the spot ; — or, if they prefer riding, 
lose their way (as I did) in a cursed quagmire of the 
Scamander, who wriggles about as if the Dardan 
virgins still offered their wonted tribute. The only 
vestige of Troy, or her destroyers, are the barrows 
supposed to contain the carcasses of Achilles, Anti- 
lochus, Ajax, etc. ; — but Mount Ida is still in high 
feather, though the shepherds are nowadays not 
much like Ganymede. But why sliould I say more 
of these things? are they noV^> \v!ritten in the Boke 
of Gel/? and has not Hobhouse gS^a journal? I 
keep none, as I have renounced scribbling. 

I see not much difference between ourselves and 
the Turks, save that we have .... and they have 
none, that they have long dresses, and* we short, 
and* that wc talk much, and Kley little. They arc 
sensible people. Ali l\icha told me he was sure I 
was a man of rank, because I had small ears and 
hands^ and curling hair. By-thc-by, I speak the 
Romaic, or modern Greek, tolerably. It docs not 
differ from the ancient dialects so much you 
would conceive; but the pronunciation is diametri- 
^lly opposite. Of verse, except in rhyme, they have 
no idea. 

I like the Greeks, who are plausible rascals,— 
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with all the 'I'urkish vices without llieir /:ourage. 
However, some are brave, and all are beautifuh very 
much resembling the busts of Alcibiades ; the women 
not quite so handsome. I can swear in Turkish ; 
but, except one horrible oath, and ‘piiiip,’ and 
‘bread,’ and ‘water,’ I have got no great vocabulary 
in that language. They arc extremely polite to 
strangers of any rank, properly ])rote( ted ; and as 1 
have two servants and two soldiers, we get on with 
gr(!at eclat. We have been occasionally in danger of 
thieves, and once of shipwreck, -'but always escaped. 

C)f Spain I sent some account to our Hodgson, 
but have subsequently written to no one, save notes 
to relations and la\vyers, to keep them out of my 
premises. T mean to give up all connection, on my 
rcturji. with many of my best friends — as I supposed 
them — and to .snarl all my life. But I hoj)e to have 
one good humoured laugh with you, and to eml^race 
Dw’yer, and pledge Plodgson, before 1 commence 
c) nicism. 

Tell Dr. Butler 1 am now writing with the gold 
pen he gave me before I left England, which is the 
reason my scrawl is more unintelligible than uSlial. 

1 have been at Athens, and seen plenty of these 
reeds for .scribbling, .some of w^hich he refused to ^ 
bestow upon me, becauj>e topographic Cell had 
brought them from Attica. But I will not de.scribe, 
— no — you must be satisfied with simple detail till 
my return, and then we will unfold the floodgates of 
colloquy. I am in a thirty-six gun frigate, going up 
to fetch Bob Adair from Constantinople, who will 
have the Jionour to carry this letter. 
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And^so^ Hohhouhc's hoke is out, with soipe senti- 
mental .sing-song of my own to fill up, — and how 
does it take, eh? .and w'here the devil^is the second 
edition of my Satire, with additions? and my name 
on the title-page? and more lines tagged to the end, 
with a new exordium and •what not, hot from my 
anvil before I cleared the Channel? The Medi- 
terranean and the Atlantic roll between me and 
criticism ; and the thunders of the Hyperborean 
Review are deafened by the roar of the Hellespont. 

Remember me to Claridge, if not translated to 
college, and present to Hodgson assurances of my 
high consideration. Now, you will ask, what shall T 
do next? and I answer, I do not know. I may 
return in a few months, but 1 have intents and 
projects after visiting Constantinople. — Hobhouse, 
however, will probably be back in September. 

On the 2nd of July we have left Albion one year 
—oblitus meorum obliviscendus ct illis. I was sick 
of my own country, and not much prepossessed in 
favour of any other ; but I * drag on my chain ' 
without ‘lengthening it at each remove.* I am like 
the Jdlly Miller, caring for nobody, and not cared 
for. All countries are much the same in my eyes. 
I smoke, and stare at mountains, and twirl my 
mustachios very independently. I miss no comforts, 
and the musquitoes that rack the morbid frame of 
H. have, luckily for me, little effect on mine, because 
I live more temperately. 

I omitted Kphesus in my catalogue, wliich 1 
visited during my sojourn at Smyrna; but the 
Temple has almost perished, and St. Paul need not 
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trouble himself to epistolise the. present^ bj;ood of 
Ephesians, who have converted a large churph built 
entirely of marble into a mosque, and I don’t know 
that the edifice looks the worse for it. 

My paper is full and my ink ebbing— good after- 
noon ! If you address to^me at Malta, the letter will 
be forwarded wherever I may be. H. greets you; 
he pines for his poetry, — at least, some tidings of it. 
I almost forgot to tell you that I am dying for love 
of three Greek girls at Athens, sisters. I lived in 
the same house. Teresa, Mariana, and Katinka are 
the names of these divinities, all of them under 
fifteen. Your Taveivoraros SoiAos, Byron.

ixiii I am on my way to Constantinople, after a tour 
through Greece, Epirus, etc., and part of Asia Minor, 
some particulars of w'hich I have just communicated 
to our friend and host, H. Drury. With these, then, 
I shall not trouble you ; but as you A'ill perhaps be 
pleased to hear that I am well, rtc., I take the op- 
portunity of our ambassador’s return to forward the 
few lines I have time to despatch. We have undv;^- 
gone sonic inconveniencts, and incurred partial perils, 
but no events worthy of communication, unless you 
wdll deem it one that tw'o days ago I swam from 
Sestos to Abydos. This, with a fejv alarms from 
robbers, and some danger of shipwreck in a Turkish 
galliot six months ago, a visit to a Pacha, a passion 
for a married woman at Malta, a challenge to an 
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officer, jin^ttachment to three Greek girls at^Athens, 
with a great deal of buffoonery and fine prospects, 
form all that has distinguished my progress since niy 
departure from Spain. 

Hobhouse rhymes and journalises ; I stare and do 
nothing — unless smoking can be deemed an active 
amusement. The Turks take too much care of their 
women to permit them to be scrutinised ; but I have 
lived a good deal with the Greeks, whose modern 
dialect I can converse in enough for my purposes. 
With the I’urks I have also some male acquaintances 
— female society is out of the question. I have been 
very well treated by the Pachas and Governors, and 
have no complaint to make of any kind. Hobhouse 
will one day inform you of all our adventures — were 
I to attempt the recital, neither my paper nor your 
patience would hold out during the operation. 

Nobody, save yourself, has written to me since 
I left England ; hut indeed I did not request it, 1 
except my relations, who write quite as often as 1 
wish. Of Hobhouse's volume I know nothing, except 
that it is outj and of my second edition I do not 
even know that, and certainly do not, at this distance, 
interest myself in the matter. I hope you and Bland 
roll down the stream of sale with rapidity, and that 
you have produced a new poem. 

Of my return I cannot positively speak, but think 
it probable Hobhouse will precede me in that respect. 
We have now been very nearly one year abroad. I 
should wi.sh to gaze away another, at least, in these 
evergreen climates ; but I fear business, law business, 
the worst of employments, will recall me previous to 
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thait jjcri|)d, if nut very quickly. If.su, you.shiill have 
(hie notice. 

1 hope you \vill find me an allei\;d personage, — 1 
do not mean in body, but in manner, for I begin to 

find out that nothing but virtde will do in this d d 

world. I am tolerably tick of vice, which I have 
tried in its agreeable varieties, and mean, on my 
return, to cut all my dissolute acquaintance, leave off 
wine and carnal company, and betake myself to 
})olitics and decorum. I am very serious and cynical, 
and a good deal disposed to moralise ; but fortun- 
ately for you the coming homily is cut off by default 
of pen and defection of paper. 

Good morrow I If you write, address to me at 
Malta, whence your letters will be forwarded. You 
need not remember me to anybody, but believe me, 
yours with all faith, Byron.

My dear H., — The dale of my postscript 
will ‘prate to you of my whereabouts.’ We anchored 
between the Seven Towers and the St-raglio on the 
13th, and yesterday settled ashore. The ambassador 
is laid up ; but the secretary docs the honours of the 
palace, and we ha\’e a general invitation to his table.'- 
In a short time he has his leave of audience, and we 
accompany him in our uniforms to the Sultan, etc., 
and in a few days 1 am to visit the Captain Pacha 
with the commander of our frigate. , I have seen 
enough of their Pachas already ; but I wish to have 
a view of the Sultan, the last of the Ottoman race. 
Of Constantinople you have Gibbon’s description, 
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very correct as far as I have seen. The mosques 
I shall ^ave a firman to visit. I sliall most probably 
{Deo voknie\ af^er a full inspection of Stamboul, 
bend my course homewards ; but this is uncertain. 

1 have seen the most interesting parts, particularly 
Albania, where few Franks Jiave ever been, and all 
the most celebrated ruins of Greece and Ionia. Of 
England I know nothing, hear nothing, and can find 
no person better informed on the subject than myself. 
1 this moment drink your health in a bumper of 
hock ; Hobhouse fills and empties to the same ; do 
you and Drury pledge us in a pint of any lk[uid you 
please — vinegar will bear the nearest resemblance to 
that which I have just swallowed to your name ; but 
when we meet again the draught shall be mcinded 
and the wine also. — Yours ever, H.

Dear Madam, — I arrived here in an English frigate 
from Smyrna a few dajs ago, without any events 
worth mentioning, except landing to view the plains 
of 'fiioy, and afterwards, when we w^erc at anchor in 
the Dardanelles, nviviming from Sestos to Abydos, in 
imitation of Monsieur Leander, w^hose story you no 
doubt know too well for me to add anything on the 
subject, except that I crossed the Hellespont without 
so good a motive for the undertaking. As I am just 
going to visit the Captain Pacha, you will excuse the 
brevity of my letter. AVhen Mr. Adair takes leave, I 
am to see the .Sultan and the mosques, etc. — Believe 
me yours ever, Bvron.

ixv Dear Mother, — I wrote to you very shortly the 
other day on my arrival here ; and as anotlier op- 
])ortunity avails, take up my pen again, tliat the 
frequency of my letters may atone for their brevity. 
Pray did you ever receive a picture of me in oil by 
Sanders in Vip^o LanCy London? (a noted limner) ; if 
not, write for it immediately — it was paid for, except 
the frame (if frame there be) before I left England. 
T believe I mentioned to you in my last, that my 
only notable exploit lately has been swimming from 
S(,‘stos to Abydos on the third of this month, in 
humble imitation of Leandevy of amorous memory, 
though I had no Hero to receive me on the other 
shore of the Hellespont. Of Constantinople you 
have of course read fifty descriptions by sundry 
travellers, which are in general so correct that I 
have nothing to add on the subject. When our 
ambassador takes his leave, I shall accompany him 
to see the Sultan, and afterw'ards probably return to 
(ireecc. I have heard nothing of Mr. Hansod, but 
one remittance without any letter from that legal 
gentleman. If you have occasion for any pecuniary 
supply, pray use my funds as far as they go without 
reserve, and, lest this should not be enough, in my 
next to Mr. Hanson I will direct him to advance any 
sum you want, leaving it to your discretion how 
much, in the present state of my affairs, you may 
think proper to require. I have already seen the 
most interesting parts of Turkey in Europe* and Asia 
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Minor, but shall not proceed further till 1 hear from 
Englan(3j m the meantime I shall expect occasional 
supplies according to circumstances ; and shall pass 
my summer amongst my friends, the Greeks of the 
Morea. You will direct to Malta, where my letters 
are forw^arded; and believj; me to be, with great 
sincerity, yours ever, Byron. 

F,S, — Fletcher is well; pray take care of my boy 
Robert, and the old man Murray. It is fortunate 
they returned ; neither the youth of the one, nor the 
age of the other, would have suited the changes of 
climate and fiitigue of travelling.

Though I wrote to you so recently, I break in upon hv/ 
you again to congratulate you on a child being born, 
as a letter from Hodgson apprizes me of that event, 
in which I rejoice. 

1 am just come from an exjyedition through the 
Bosphorus to the Black Sea and the Cyanean Sym- 
plegad^\s, up which last I scrambled with as great risk 
as ever the Argonauts escaped in their boy. You 
remember the beginning of the nurse's dole in the 
Medea, of which I beg you to take the following 
translation, done on the summit : — 

Ob how I wis>h that an embargo 
Had kept in port the good ship ! 

Who, slill unlaunched from Grecian docks, 

Had never passed the Azure rocks ; 

But now 1 fear her trip will be a 

Damn’d business for my Miss Medea, etc. etc. , 
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as it vcr) nearly was to me; — for, had not this sul>- 
lime passage been in my head, I should never have 
dreamed of ascending the said rocks, and bruising 
my carcass in honour of the ancients. 

I have now sal on the Cyaneans, swam from Sestos 
to Abydos (as I trumptj^ted in my last), and, after 
])assing through the Morea ag.un, shall set sail for 
Santa Maura, and loss myself from the Leucadian 
promontory ; — surviving which operation, I shall 
probably join you in England. Hobhouse, wlio will 
deliver this, is bound straight for these parts ; and, as 
he is bursting with his travels, I shall not anticipate 
his narratives, but merely beg you not to believe one 
word he sa>.s, but re.scrvc your ear forme, if you have 
any desire to be acquainted with the truth. 

I am bound for Athens once more, and thence to 
the Morea; but my stay depends so much on my 
caprice, that I can say nothing of its probable duration. 
1 have l)cen out a year already, and may stay another ; 
but I am quicksilver, and say nothing positively. Wc 
are all very much occupied doing nothing, at present. 
We have seen everything but the mosqu* s, which we 
arc to view with a firman on Tuesday next. »But of 
tliese and other sundries let H. rclaie, with this pro- 
viso, that I am to be refened to for authenticity ; and 
r beg leave to contradict those things w’hercon he 
lays particular stress. But, if he soars at any time 
into wit, I give you leave to applaud, because that is 
necessarily stolen from his fellow-pilgrim. Tell Davies 
that Hobhouse has made excellent use of his best 
jokes in many of his Majesty’s ships of war ; but add, 
also, that I always took care to restore them to the 
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right o\jnqj- ; in consequence of which he (l^ivies) is 
no less famous by water than by land, and reigns un- 
rivalled in the cabin as in the ‘ Cocoa Jreo.* 

And Hodgson has been publishing more poesy. — 
1 wish he \vould send me his Sir Edgar ^ and Bland’s 
AntJwlogy^ to Malta, where* they will be forw’arded. 
In my last, which I hope you received, I gave an out- 
line of the ground we have covered. If you have not 
been overtaken by this despatch, Hobhousc’s tongue 
is at your service. Remember me to Dwyer, who 
owes me eleven guineas. Tell him to put them in 
my banker’s hands at Gibraltar or Constantinople. I 
believe he paid them onc(iJ[)ut that goes for nothing, 
as it was an annuity. 

I wish you would write. I have heard from Hodg- 
son frequently, Malta is my post-otficc. I mean to 
be with you by next Montem. You nimember the 
last,— I hope for such another ; but after having swum 
across the Mjroad Hellespont,’ I disdain Datchett. 
Good afternoon ! I am yours, very sincerely,

TO THE HONOURABLE MRS. BYRON 

Constantinople f June 28, 1810. 

My dear Mother, — I regret to perceive by your ixvU 
last letter that several of mine liave not arrived, 
particularly a very long one, written in November 
last from Albania, when I was on a visit to the Pacha 
. of that province. Fletcher has also wTitten to his 
spouse perpetually. Mr. Hobhouse, who will for- 
ward or deliver this, and is on his return to England, 
can inform you of our different movements, but I am 
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very uncertain as to my own return. He will pro- 
bably be down in Notts some time or other ; but 
Fletcher, wlioni I send back as„an incumbrance 
(English servants are sad travellers) will supply his 
place in the interim, and describe our travels, which 
have been tolerably extepsive. 1 have written twice 
brielly from this capital, from Smyrna, from Athens, 
and other parts of f Ireecc ; from Albania, the Pacha 
of which province desired his respects to my mother, 
and said he was sure I was a man of high birth, 
because I had small ears, curling hair, and white 
hands ! ! ! He was very kind to me, begged me to 
consider him as a father and gave me a guard of 
forty soldieis through the lorcsts of Acarnania, But 
of this and other circumstances 1 have written to you 
at large, and yet hope you will receive my letters. 

1 rememl)er Mahiiiout Pacha, the grandson of Ali 
Pacha, at Yanina (a little fellow of ten years of age, 
with lirge black eyes which our ladies would purchase 
at any ]3rice, and those regular features which dis- 
tinguish the Turks), asked me how 1 came to travel so 
young, without anybody to take care of me. This 
question was put by the little man with all the gravity 
of threescore. I cannot now wTite copiously ; I have 
only lime to tell you that I have passed many 
fatiguing, hut never a tedious moment ; and that an 
I am afraid of is, that I shall contract a gypsy-like 
w^andering disposition, w^hich will make home tire- 
some to me ; this, 1 am told, is very common with 
men in the habit of peregrination, and indeed I feel 
it so. On the third of May I swam from Sestos to 
Abvdos. You know the story of Leander, but I had 
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no Hero lo receive me at tanding. I also ^mssed a 
fortnii^lTt m the Troad : the tombs of Achilles and 
-tfisyetes still cxijt in large barrows, similar to those 
you have doubtless seen in the nortli. 'The other 
day 1 was at Belgrade (a village in these environs) to 
see the house built on the^same site as Lady Mary 
Wortlcy's — liy-the-by, her ladyship, as far as I can 
judge, has lied, but not half so much as any other 
woman would have done in the same situation. 1 
have been in all the principal mosques by the virtue 
of a firman : this is a favour rarely iiermitted to 
Infidels, but the ambassador’s departure obtained it 
for us. I have been up the Bosphorus into the 
Black Sea, round the walls^of the city, and indeed I 
know more of it by sight than 1 do of J^ondon. 

I liope to amuse you some winter’s evening with 
the details, but at present you must excuse me ; lam 
not able to wTite long letters in June. 1 return to 
spend my summer in (Ireece. I shall not proceed 
further into Asia, as 1 have visited Smyrna, Ephesus, 
and the 'rroad. I write often, but you must not be 
alarmed when you do not receive my letters; con- 
sider we have no regular post further than Malta, 
where 1 beg you will in future send your letters, and 
not to this city. Fletcher is a poor creature, and 
requires comforts lliat I can dispense with : he is 
very sick of his travels, but you must not believe his 
account of tlie country. He sighs for ale, and idle- 
ness, and a w^ife, and the devil knows what besides. 
I liave not been disappointed or disgusted. I have 
lived with the highest and the lowest. I have been 
for days in a Pacha’s palace, and have passed many a 
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night in fi cow-house, and I find the people inoffen- 
sive and kind. I have also passed some time with 
the principal Greeks in the Morea and Livadia, and, 
though inferior to the Turks, they are better than the 
Spaniards, who, in their turn, excel the Portuguese. 
Of Constantinople you will find many descriptions in 
different travels; but Liuly Wortley errs strangely 
when she says * St. Pauls w^ould cut a strange figure 
by St. Soj)Iuas.’ I have been in both, surveyed 
them inside and out attentively. St. Sophia’s is un- 
doubtedly the most interesting from its immense 
antiquity, and the circumstance of all the Greek 
emperors, from Justinian, having been crowned there, 
and several murdered at the altar, besides the Turkish 
Sultans who attend it regularly. But it is inferior in 
beauty and size to some of the mosques, particularly 
^Soleymaii, etc.,^ and not to be mentioned in the 
same page with St. P.’s (I speak like a Cockney), 
However, I prefer the Gothic Cathedral of Seville to 
St. P.’s, St. Sophia’.s, and any religious building I 
have ever seen. The >valls of the seraglio are like 
the w^alls of Newstead Gardens, only higher, and 
much in the same order ; but the ride by th€ walls 
of the city on the land side is beautiful. Imagine 
four miles of immense triple battlements, covet ed 
with ivy, surmonntod with 218 lowers, and on the 
other side of the road Turkish burying-grounds (tlie 
loveliest spots on earth), full of enormous cypresses. 

I have seen the ruins of Athens, of Ephesus, and 
Delphi j I hjive traversed great part of Turkey, and 
many other parts of Europe, and some of Asia ; but 
I never beheld a work of nature or art w^hich yielded 
100

an impjrefipion like the prospect on each ^de from 
the Sevjen Towers to the end of the Golden Horn. 
Now for England. You have not received my friend 
Hobhousc’s volume of poesy : it has been published 
several months ; you ought to read it. 1 am glad to 
hear of the progress of JS. Mards, etc. Of course you 
observed I have made great additions to the new 
edition. Have you received my picture from Sanders, 
Vigo Lane, London? It was finisiied, and paid for, 
long before I left England : pray send for it. You 
seem to be a mighty reader of magazines : where do 
you pick up all this intelligence, quotations, etc. etc.? 
Though I was happy to obtain my scat without the 
assistance of Lord C., 1 had no measures to keep with 
a man wl)o declined interfering as my relation on that 
occasion, and I have done with him, though 1 regret 
distressing Mrs. Leigh, poor thing ! I hope she is 

happy. It is my opinion that Mr. 15 ought to 

marr}’ Miss R . Our first duty is not to do evil ; 

but alas ! that is impossible : our next is to repair it, if 
in our power. The girl is ins equal : if she were his 
inferior, a sum of money and provision for *the child 
would be some, though a poor compensation : as it is, 
he should marry her, I will have no gay deceivers 
on my estate, and I shall not allow my tenants a 
privilege I do not permit myself, /Aaf of debauching 
each other’s daughters. God knows, I have been 
guilty of matny excesses ; but, as I have laid down a 
resolution to reform, and lately kept it, I expect this 
Lothario to follow the example, and begin by restor- 
ing this girl to society, or, by the beard of my father! 
he shall hear of it. Pray take some notice of Robert, 
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who wil} miss liis master; poor boy, he* was very 
unwilling to return. I trust you are well and* happy. 
It will be a pleasure to hear from you. — Believe me, 
yours very sincerely, Byron.

My d(!ar Hodgson, — Twice have I written — once 
in answer to your last, and a former letter when I 
arrived here in May. I'hat 1 may have nothing to 
rcproacii myself with, I will write once more— a very 
sui>erlluous task, seeing that Hobhouse is bound for 
your parts full of talk and wonderment. My first 
letter went by an ambassadorial express ; my second 
])y the Biack John lugger ; my lliird will be con\eycd 
by Cam, tlu* miscelianist. 1 shall begin by telling 
you, having only told it you twice before, tW I 
swam from Sestos to Abydos. I do this that you 
may be impressed >vith proper respect for me, the 
performer ; for I plume myself on this achievement 
more than I could I'os.sibly do on any kind of glory, 
political, poetical, or rhetorical. Having told you 
this I will tell you nothing more, because it would 
be cruel to curtail Cam’s narrative, which, by-the- 
by, you must not believe till cor.firmed by me, the 
eye-witness. I promise myself much pleasure from 
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contra^licjing the greatest* part of it. He^has been 
plaguily i>leasecl by the intelligence contained in your 
last to me respucting the reviews of his hymns. 1 
refreshed liim with that paragraph immediately, to- 
gether with the tidings of my own third edition, 
which added to his recr^^ation.

1 have written to Drury by Uobhouso ; a Idler 
is also from me on its way to Jinglnnd intended for 
that matrimonial man. before it is very long I liope 
we shall again be together ; the moment 1 set out 
for ICngland you sliall havt* intelligi'iice, that we may 
meet as soon as possible. Next week ibe frigaU^ 
sails with Adair ; I am for Greece, Hobhouse for 
England. A year together on the 2nd July since 
we sailed from Falmouth. I have known a hundred 
instances of men setting out in couples, but not one 
of a similar return. Aberdeen’s party split ; several 
voyagers at present have done the same, i am con- 
fident that twelve months of any given individual is 
j[x;rfect ipecacuanha. 

The Russians and Turks are at it, and the .Sultan 
in i>erson is soon to head the army. The Captain 
Pacha cuts off heads ever>^ day, and a Frenchman’s 
ears ; the last is a serious affair. By-the-by 1 like 
the Pachas in general. Ali Pacha called me his son, 
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desired his compliments (o my mother, and said he 
was sure' I was a man of birth, because I hacf ‘ small 
ears and curling hair.' He is Paella of Albania, six 
hundred miles' off, where I was in October — a fine 
portly person. His grandson Mahmout, a little 
fellow ten years old, with jiarge black eyes as big as 
pigeon’s eggs, and all tlie gravity of sixty, asked me 
what I did travelling so young without a l^ala 
(tutor) ? 

Good-night, dear H. I have crainmi'd my paper, 
and crave your indulgence. Write to me at Malta.

TO THE HONOURAin.E MRS. KYRON 

At hats, July 25, 1810. 

Dear Mother, — 1 have arrived here in four days 
from Con.slautinople, which is considered as sin- 
gularly quick, particularly for the season of the year. 
Your northern gentry can have no conception of a 
Greek summer ; w'hich, however, i.s a perfect frost 
compared with Malta and Gibraltar, where I repo.sed 
myself in the shade last year, after a gentle gallop 
of four hundred miles, without intci mission, through 
Portugal and Spain, ^’^ou sec, by my date, that I 
am at Athens again, a place which I think I prefer, 
upon the whole, to any I have seen. 

My next movement is to-morrow into the Morea, 
where I shall probably remain a month or two, and 
then return to winter here, if I do not change my 
plans, which, however, arc veiy variable, as you may 
suppose ; but none of them verge to Kngland. 
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The Marquis of Sligo, ftiy old fd low-collegian, is 
here, aqd wishes lo accompany me into the Morea. 
VVe shall go tosclher for that purpose, but I am 
wofiilly sick of travelling companions, after a year’s 
experience of Mr. Hohhousc, who is on liis way lo 
Great Jlritain. Lord S. \^ill afterwards pursue his 
w^ay to the capital ; and J.ord B., having setMi all the 
w'onders in that quarter, will let you know what he 
does next, of which at present he is not quite C(jrtain. 
Malta is my perpetual post-office, from wliich my 
letters are forwarded to all parts of the habitabUj 
globe: — by-thc-by, 1 have now been in Asia, Africa, 
and the east of Europe, and, indeed, made the most 
of niy time, without hurrying over the most interest- 
ing scenes of the ancient world. Fletcher, after 
having been toasted and roasted, and baked, and 
grilled, and eaten by all sorts of creeping things, 
begins to philosophise, is grown a refined as we.ll as 
a resignc'd character, and promises at his return to 
Ixicome an ornament to his own parish, and a very 
prominent penson in the future family pedigree of 
the Fletchers, w'ho I take to bo Goths by their 
accorftplishments, Greeks by their acuteness, and 
ancient .Saxons by their appetite* He (Fletcher) 
begs leave to .send half a dozen sighs to Sally his 
spouse, and wonders (though I do not) that his ill- 
written and worse spelt letters have never come to 
hand; as for that matter, there is no great loss in 
either of our letters, saving and except that I wish 
you to know we are well, and w^arm enough at this 
present writing, God know's. You must not expect 
long letters at present, for they are written with the 
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sweat my I )ro\v, I assure you. It is ratl^ir ;>ingular 
that Mr. Hanson has not written a syllable since my 
departure. Your letters I have iiwstly received, as 
Well as others ; from whicli I conjecture that the 
man of law is either angry or busy. 

I trust you like Newftead, and agree with your 
neigliboiirs ; I nit you know are a 77AY7/- - is not 
that a dutiful appellation? Pray, lake can* of my 
books and several boxes of pa[)ers in the hands of 
Josej)h ; and pray leave me a few bottles of cham- 
pagne to drink, for 1 am very thirsty ;'--but I do not 
insist on the last article, without you like it. I 
siip])Os(i you have your house full of silly women, 
[)rating scamlalous things. Have you ever received 
my picture in oil from Sanders, London? It has 
been paid for these sixteen months: why do you 
not get it ? My suite, consisting of two Turks, two 
(ireeks, a Lutheran, and the nondcscrijit, Fletcher, 
are making so much noise, that I am glad to sign 
myself yours, etc. etc., Byron. 

TO THE lIONOVRAnLK MRS. RYRON . 

I afras, July 30, 1810. 

Hoar Madam, — In four days from Constantinople S 
with a favourable wind, I arrived in the frigate at 
the island of Teos, from whence I took a boat to 
Athens, where I met my friend the Marquis of Sligo, 
who expressed a wish to proceed with me as far as 
Corinth. At Corinth we separated, he for Tripolitza, 
I for Patras, where I had some business with the 
consul, Mr. StrancS in whose house I now write. 
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Me hag vnclered inc every service in hjj; power 
since 1 quitted Malta on my way to Constantinople, 
whence 1 have wsitten to you twice oj* thrice. In a 
few days I visit the Pacha at Tripolitza, make the 
lour of the Morea, and return again to Athens, 
which at present is my head-quarters. 'Hie heal is 
at present intense. In England, if it Reaches 98^* 
you are all on fire : the other day, in travelling 
between Athens and Megara, tlic tlu;rmometer w'as 
at 125"' !! ! Yet I feel no inconvenience ; of course 
I am murli bronzed, but I live temperately, and 
never enjoyed bettor health. 

Before I left Constantinople I saw the Sultan 
(with Mr. Adair), and the interior of the mosciues, 
things which rarely hapi>en to travvdiers. Mr. Hob- 
house is gone to England : I am in no hurry to 
return, but have no jmrticular communications for 
your country, except my surj)ri.s(^ at Mr. Hanson's 
silence, and my desire that he will remit regularly. 
I suppose some arrangement ha.s been made with 
regard to VVyiiunulham and Rochdale. M^lta is rny 
post'OfTice, or to Mr. Strane, consul-general, Patras, 
Moreli. You complain of my silence- --! have written 
twenty or thirty times within the last year : never less 
than twice a month, and often more. If my letters 
do not arrive, you must not conclude that we are 
eaten, or that there is a war, or a pestilence, or 
famine : neither must you credit silly reports, which 
I dare say you have in Notts, as usual. I am very 
well, and neither more nor less happy than I usually 
am; except that I am very glad to be once more 
alone, for I was sick of my companion, — not that he 
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was a bad one, })ut because my nature le^dg me to 
solitude, and that every day adds to this disposition. 
If I chose, Jierc are many men would wish to 
join me— oneSvants me to go to Egypt, another to 
Asia, of w’hich I havi^ seen enough. I’ho greater 
jjart of (Ireece is already my own, so that I shall 
only go over my old ground, and look upon my old 
seas and niountaijis, the only acquaintances I ever 
found improve ui)on mo. 

I have a lolerahle suite, a Tartar, two Albanians, 
an interpreter, besides Fletcher ; but in this country 
these are easily maintained. Adair received nie 
wonderfully w'cll, and indeed I have no complaints 
agaitist any one. Hospitality here is necessary, for 
inns arc not. I have lived in the houses of Greeks, 
'J'urks, Italian.s, and English — to-day in a palace, 
to-morrow in a ('ow-house ; this day with a Pacha, 
the next with a shepherd. I shall continue to write 
biiefly, but frequently, and am glad to hear from 
you ; but you fill your letters with things from the 
papers, as if laiglish papers were not found all over 
the world. I have at this moment a liozen before 
me. Pray take care of my books, and belic\'e me, 
my dear mother, yours, etc., Bvron.

txxi Dear Madam, — It is new several months since I , 
have received any communication from you j but at 
this I am not surprised, nor indeed have I any com* 
plaint to make, since you have written frequently, 
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for which I thank you ; bifl I very much condemn 
Mr. Hanson, who has not taken the smallek notice 
of my many letters, nor of my request before 1 left 
England, which I sailed from on this {^ery day fifteen 
months ago. Thus one year and a (quarter have 
passed away, without my rjiceiving the least intelli- 
gence on the state of my affairs, and they were not 
in a posture to admit of neglect ; and I do conceive 
and declare that Mr. Hanson has acted negligently 
and culpably in not apprising me of his proceedings ; 
I will also add uncivilly. His letters, were there 
any, could not easily miscarry : the communications 
with the Levant are slow, but tolerably secure, at 
least as far as Malta, and there I left directions 
which I know would be observed. I have written to 
you several limes from ConstatUinople and Smyrna. 
You will perceive by my date I am returned into the 
Morea, of which I have been making the tour, and 
visiting the Pacha, who gave me a fine horse, and 
paid me all possible honours and attention. I have 
now seen a good portion of Turkey in Europe, and 
Asia Minor, and shall remain at Athens, and in the 
vicinky, till 1 hear from England. I have punctually 
obeyed your injunctions of writing frequently, but I 
shall not pretend to describe countries which have 
been already amply treated of. I believe before this 
time Mr. Hobhou.se will have arrived in England, 
and he brings letters from me, written at Constanti- 
nople. In these I mention having seen the Sultan 
and the mosques, and that I swam from Sestos 
to Abydos, an exploit of which I take care to 
boast 
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I am here on business Li present, but Athens is my 
hcad-qutirters, where I am very pleasantly situated 
in a Franciscan convent. — lielieve me to be, with 
great sincerity; yours very affectionately, Lyron.

i\xL As I have just escaped from a physician and a 
fever, which confined me five days to bed, you won^t 
expect much allc^reiza in the ensuing letter. In this 
place there is an indigenous distemper, which when 
the wind blows from the Gulf of Corinth (as it does 
five months out of six), attacks great and small, and 
makes wuful work with visitors. Hen- be also two 
physicians, one of whom trusts to his genius (jnever 
having studied) -“-the other to a campaign of eighteen 
months against the sick of Otranto, which he made ► 
in liis )’outli W'ith great effc'^t. 

\\'hen I was seized with iny disorder, I protested 
against both these assassins p- but what can a help- 
less, feverish, toast-and-watered poor wTetch do ? In 
spite of my teeth and tongue, the English consul, my 
Tartar, Allianians, dragoman, forced a physician upon 
me, and in three days vomited and glystcred me to 
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the last gasp. In this stafce I made my epitaph — 
take it • • 

Nature, and lelenling Jove, 

1 o keep my lamp in >trongly slrwe : 

But Komaiielli wai) so stout, 
lie beat all ihiec— and bffw it out. 

But Nature and Jove, being piqued at my doubts, 
did, in fact, at last, beat Romanelli, and liere 1 am, 
well but weakly, at your service. 

Since I left Constantino})le, i have made a lour 
of the Morea, and visited V^elcy Pacha, who paid me 
great honours, and gave me a f)retty stallion. PI. is 
doubtless in England before oven the dale of this 
letter : — he l)ears a dc.spalch from me to your bard 
ship. He writes to me from Malta, and requests 
my journal, if 1 keep one. I have none, or he should 
have it ; but 1 have replied in a consolatr)ry and 
exhortatury epistle, praying him to abate three and 
sixpence in the price of his next boke, seeing that 
half a guinea is a price not to be given for anything 
save an opera ticket. 

As for England, it is long since I have heard from 
it. livery one at all connected with my concerns is 
asleep, and you are my only correspondent, agents 
excepted. I have really no friends in the world; 
though all my old school companions are gone forth 
into that world, and walk about there in monstrous 
disguises, in the garb of guardsmen, lawyers, parsons, 
fine gentlemen, and such other masquerade dresses. 
So, I here shake hands and cut with all these busy 
people, none of whom write to me. Indeed I ask it 
not ; — and here I arn, a poor traveller and heathenish 
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philosoijher, who hath perambulated the greatest 
part of the Levant, and seen a great (]uanlit;f of very 
improvalde land and sea, and, after all, am no better 
than wJien I set out — Lord help me ! 

I have been out fifteen months this very day, and 
I believe my concerns will draw me to England soon ; 
but of this 1 will apprise you regularly from Malta. 
On all points Hoi)hoiise wall inform you, if you are 
curious as tcj our adventures. 1 have seen some old 
English papers up to the i 5 lh of May. 1 see the 
J.ady of the Lake advertised. Of course it is in his 
old ballad styhj, and pretty. After all, Scott is the 
l)esL of them. The end of all scribblcment is to 
amuse, and he certainly succeeds there. I long to 
read Jiis new romance. 

And how does Sir Edgar't and your friend Bland ? 
I suppose you are involved in some literary scpiabble. 
Tlic only way is to despise all brothers of the quill, 
I suppose you wont allows me to be an author, but 
1 contemn you all, you dogs ! — I do. 

You don't know Dallas, do you? He h;>d a farce 
ready for the stage before I left England, and asked 
me for a prologue, which I promised, but sailed in 
such a hurry I never penned a couplet. I am afraid 
to ask after his drama, for fear it should be damned 
— I.ord forgive me for using such a word I but the 
pit, sir, you knov the pit — they will do those things 
in spite of merit. I remember this farce from a 
curious circumstance. When Drury Lane w^as burnt 
to the ground, by which accident Sheridan and his 
son lost the few remaining shillings they were worth, 
what doth my friend Dallas do? Why, before the 
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fire was put lie writes a note to Tom Sherijan, tlie 
manager* of this combustible concern, to inquire 
whether this fared was not convened Jnto fuel with 
about two thousand other unactable manuscripts, 
which, of course, were in great peril, if not actually 
consumed. Now was not 4 .his characteristic ? the 
ruling passions of I\)])e are nothing to it. Whilst the 
poor distracted manager w^as bewailing the loss of a 
building only w'orth p/^300,000, together with some 
twenty thousand pounds of rags and tinsel in the 
tiring-rooms, 13 luel)eard*s elcphant.s, and all that — in 
comes a note from a scorching author, requiring at 
his hands two acts and odd scenes of a farce ! ! 

Dear H., remind Drury that 1 am Ins well-wisher, 
and let Scroiie Davies be W'ell afiected towards me. 

I look forward to meeting you at Newstead, and 
renewing our old champagne evenings with all the 
glee of anticipation. 1 have written by every oppor- 
tunity, and expect responses as legular as those' of 
the liturgy, and .somewhat longer. As it is inipos- 
,sil>Ie for a man in his semses to hope for happy clays, 
let us at least look forward to merry ones, which 
come fiearest to the other in uppearuru e, if not in 
reality ; and in such expectations I remain, etc. 

TO MR. HODGSON 

Athens^ Niivcmbcr i.\, 1810. 

My dear Hodgson, — This will arrive with an Ivxjft 
English servant whom I send homewards with some 
papers of consequence. I have been journeying in 
different parts of Greece for these last four months, 
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and you may expect inc in England somewhere 
about April, but this is very dubious. Hobhouse you 
have doubtless seen ; he went home in August to 
arrange materials for a tour he talks of publishing. 
You will find him well and scribbling— that is, scrib- 
bling if well, and well if. scribbling. I suppose you 
have a score of new works, all of wdiich I hope to see 
flourishing, with a hecatomb of reviews. My works 
arc likely to have a powerful effect with a vengeance, 
as I hear of divers angry i)eople, wiiom it is proper I 
should shoot at, by w^ay of satisfaction. Be it so, 
the same impulse w'hich made ‘Otho a warrior’ will 
make me one also. My domestic affairs being more- 
over considerably deranged, my appetite for travelling 
pretty well satiated with my late peregrinations, my 
various hopes in this world almost e.xtinct, and not 
very brilliant in the next, I trust I shall go through 
the process wuth a creditable sapig froid and not 
disgrace a line of cut-throat ance.stors. [I regret in 
one of your letters to hear you talk of domestic em- 
barrassments, indeed I am at present very w^ell cal- 
culated to sympathise with you on that point. I 
suppose I must take to dram-drinking as^ a sue- 
ct'daneum for philosophy, though as I am happily 
not married I have very little occasion for either jus^^ 
yet. Talking of marriage puts me in mind of Drury,' 
who I suppose has a dozen children by this time, all 
fine fretful brats ; I will never forgive Matrimony for 
having spoiled such an excellent Bachelor.] If any- 
body honours my name with an inquiry tell them of 
* my whereabouts,’ and write if you like it. I am 
living alone in the Franciscan monastery with one 
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(riar (a Capuchin of course^ and one fri<fr (a bandy- 
legged 'rtirlcish cook), two Albanian savages, a^'J'artar, 
and a Dragoman. only Englishman depart.s with 
this and other letters. The day before ^’esterday, the 
Waywode (or Governor of Athens), with the Mufti of 
Thebes (a sort of Mussulman Bishop), supped here 
and made themselves beastly with raw rum, and the 
Padrfj of the convent being as drunk as 7cf(\ my

I caught 
a fever going to Olympia. I was blown ashore on 
the Island of Salaniis, in my way to Corinth through 
the Gulf of yEgina. I have kicked an Athenian 
postmaster, I have a friendship with the French 
consul and an Italian painter, and am on good terms 
>viih five 'l\aitoncs and Cimhri, Danes and (Hermans, 
who are travelling for an Academy. — Vale ! Yours

TO THK HONOURAULL MRS. RYRON 

Athens, January 14, 181 r. 

My dear Madam, — I seize an occasion to w'rite, ixxiv 
as usual, shortly, but frequendy, as ilic arrival of 
letters, w'herc there exists no regular communication, 
is, of course, very precarious. I have lately made 
several small tours of seme hundred or two miles 
about the Morea, Attica, etc., as I have finished my 
grand giro by the Troad, Constantinople, etc., and 
am returned down again to Athens. I believe I have 
mentioned to you more than once that I swam (in 
imitation of Leander, though without his lady) across 
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the Hellespont, from Seslos to Abydos. Of this, and 
all other particulars, Fletcher, whom I have sent home 
with papers, etc., will apprise you.. 1 cannot find that 
he is any loss ; being tolerably master of the Italian 
and modern Greek languages, which Iasi I am also 
studying with a master. I can order and discourse 
more than enough for a nasonable man. l^csidcs, 
the perpetual lamentations after beef and beer, the 
stupid, l)igotcd contempt for everything foreign, and 
insurmountable incapacity of acquiring even a few 
words of any language, rendered him, like all other 
English servants, an incumbrance. I do assure you, 
the i)lague of speaking for him, the comforts he 
required (more than myself by far), the pilaws (a 
'Furkish dish of rice and meat) which he could not 
cat, tlie wines which he could not drink, the beds 
where he could not sleep, and the long list of 
calamities, such as stumbling horses, want of tea ! ! ! 
etc., which assailed him would have made a lasting 
source of laughter to a spectator, and inconvenience 
to a master. After all, the man is honest enough, 
and," in Christendom, capable enough ; but in Turkey, 
Tx)rd forgive me ! my Albanian soldiers, my ‘4 artars 
and Janissary, worked for him and us loo, as my 
friend Hobhouse can testify. 

It is probable I may steer home>varcls in spring ; 
but to enable me co do that, I must have remittances. 
My own funds would have lasted niei very well ; but 
1 was obliged to assist a friend, who, I know, >vill 
pay nie ; bat, in the meantime, I am out of pocket. 
At present I do not care to venture a winter’s voyage, 
even if I were otherwise tired of travelling \ but I am 
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so convinced of the advantages of looking at mankind 
instead of reading about them, and the bittef effects 
of staying at home, with all the narrow prejudices of 
an islander, that I think there shoiAd be a law 
amongst us to set our young men abroad, for a term, 
among the few allies our warj have left us. 

Here I see and have conversed with French, 
Italians, Germans, Danes, Greeks, Turks, Americans, 
etc. etc. etc. ; and without losing sight of my own, I 
can judge of the countries and manners of others. 
Where I see the superiority of England (which, by- 
the-by, we are a good deal mistaken about in many 
things), I arn pleased, and where 1 find her inferior, 
I am at least enlightened. Now, I might have stayed, 
smoked in your towns, or fogged in your country, 
a century, without being sure of this, and without 
ac<iuiring anything more useful or amusing at home. 
I keep no journal, nor have I any intention of scrib- 
bling my travels. I have done with authorship, and 
if, in my last production, I have convinced the critics 
of the world 1 was something more than they took 
tne for, I am satisfied ; nor will 1 hazard thc^ repuia- 
tion b)^a future effort. It is true I have some others 
in manuscript, but I leave them for those wlio come 
after me j and, if deemed wrorth publishing, they may 
serve to prolong my memory when I myself shall 
ccasc to remember. I have a famous Bavarian artist 
taking some views of Athens, etc. etc., for me. This 
will be better than scribbling, a disease I hope myself 
cured of. I hope, on my return, to lead a quiet, 
recluse life, but God knows and does best for us all ; 
at least, so they say, and I have nothing to object, 
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as, on thu wliolc, 1 liave ^lo reason lo complain of iny 
lot. l*am convinced, however, that men. do more 
harnj to themselves than ev(*r tiu; devil could do to 
them. I trust tliis will find you well, and as happy 
as wc can he ; you will, at least, be [^leased to hear I 
am so, and yours ever. ,

Dear Mother, -'Hiis letter, which shall be for- ixxvh 
wardt'd on our arrival at Portsmouth, probably about 
tlie 4th of July, i.s begun about twenty^three days 
after our depatlure from Malta. 1 have just been 
two years (to a day, on the 2nd of July) abscjit from 
England, and I return to it with much the sanie 
feelings which i)revailed on my departure, vi/., in- 
ditTcrence ; but within that apathy 1 certainly do 
not comprise yourself, as I will prove l)y every 
means in my power. You will be good eiumgh to 
get rny apartments ready at Newstead; but don’t 
disturb yourself, on any account, particularly mine, 
nor consider me in any other light than as a visitor. 

I mu.st only inform you that for a long time I have 
been Restricted to an entire vegetaljlc diet, neither 
fjsh nor flesh Cuming within my regimen ; so 1 
exi)ect a powerful stock of potatoes, greens, and 
biscuit ; I drink no wine. I have two servants, 
middle-aged men, and both Greeks. It is my in- 
tention to proceed first to town, to see Mr. Hanson, 
and thence to Newstead, on my way to Rochdale. 

1 have only to beg you will not forget iny di(;t, 
which it is very necessary for me to obsenx*. I am

Your letter gives me credit for more acute feelings 
than I possess ; for though I feel tolerably miserable, 
yet I am at the same time subject to a kind of 
hysterical merriment, or rather laughter without 
merriment, which I can neither account for nor 
conquer, and yet I do not feci relieved by it ; but an 
indifferent person would think me in excellent spirits, 
* We must forget these thing.s,^ and have recourse to 
our old selfi.sh comforts, or rather comfortable selfish- 
ness. I do not think I shall return to London 
immediately, and shall therefore accept freely what 
is offered courteously — your mediation between me 
and Murray, I don't think ray name will answer the 
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purpose, and you musf be aware that my plaguy 
Satire will bring the north and south Grub Streets 
down upon the Pilgrimage \ — but, nevertheless, if 
Murray makes a point of it, and you coincide with 
him, I will do it daringly; so let it be entitled, ‘By 
the author of English Pards and Scotch Reviewersl 
My remarks on the Romaic, etc., once intended to^ 
accompany the Hints from Horace^ shall go along 
with the other, as being indeed more apj)ropriate ; 
also the smaller poems now in my possession, with a 
few selected from those published in flobliouse’s 
Afisccllany, I have found amongst my ];)Oor mother’s 
papers all my letters from the East, and one in 
particular of some length from Albania. From this, 
if necessary, 1 can work up a note or two on that 
sul)jcct. As 1 kept no journal, the letters written 
on the spot are the best. But of this anon, when 
we have definitely arranged. 

Has Murray shown the work to any one? He 
may — but I will have no traps for applause. Of 
course there arc little things I would wish to alter, 
and perhaps the two stanzas of a buffooning cast on 
London’s Sunday are as well left out. I muth wish 
to avoid identifying Childe Harold's character with 
mine, and that, in sooth, is my second objection to ' 
my name appearing in the title-page. When you 
have made arrangements as to time, .size, type, etc., 
favour me with a reply. 1 am giving you an universe 
of trouble, which thanks cannot atone for. I made 
a kind of prose apology for my scepticism at the 
head of the ms., which, on recollection, is so much 
more like an attack than a defence, that, haply, it 
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might heller he omitted*: — perpend, pronounce. 
After alLltear Murray will he in a scrape, tsith the 
orthodox ; hut I fannot help it, though I wish him 
well through it. As for me, ‘ I have, supped full of 
criticism/ and I don't think that the ^most dismal 
treatise ' will stir and roujje my ‘ fell . of hair,’ till 
‘ Ihrnani wood do come to Dunsinane.' 

I shall continue to write at intervals, and hope you 
will pay me in kind. How docs Pratt get on, or 
rather get off, Joe Blackett s i>oslhumous slock ? 
You killed that poor man amongst you, in spite of 
your Ionian friend and myself, who would have saved 
him from Pratt, poetry, present j)overty, and post 
humous oblivion. Oik^I patronage I to luin a man 
at his calling ; hut then he is a divine .subject 
for subscription and biography ; and Pratt, who 
makes the most of his dedications, Itas inscribed 
the volume to no less than five families of distinc- 
tion. 

1 am sorry you don't like Marry While : with a 
great deal of cant, which in him was sincere (indeed 
it killed him as you killed Joe Blackett), certes there 
is poesy an<l genius. I don’t say tlvs on account of 
my simile and rhymes ; but surely he was beyond 
all the Bloomfields and Blacketts, and their collateral 
cobblers, whom I^oflft and Pratt have or may kidnap 
from their calling into the serv^icc of the trade. ^ ou 
must excuse my flippancy, for I am writing I know 
not what, to escape from myself. Hol^house is gone 
to Ireland. Mr. Davies has been here on his way 
to Harrowgale. 

You did not know Ma-tthews : he wa.s a man of 
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the most astonishing pow'ors, as he sufficiently* proved 
at Catrfbridgc, by carrying off more prUes and 
fellowships, against the ablest catididates, than any 
other graduate on record ; but a most decided atheist, 
indeed noxiously so, for he proclaimed his principles 
in all societies. I knew bim well, and feel a loss not 
easily to be supplied to myself— to Hobhouse never, 
—Let me hear from you, and believe me, etc.

mother, and [)00r Matthews, which with that of 
Wingfield (of which I was not fully aware till just 
before I left town, and indeed hardly believed it), 
has made a sad chasm in my connections. Indeed 
the blows followed each other so rapidly that I am 
yet stupid from the shock ; and though I do eat, and 
drink, and talk, and even laugh, at times, yet I can 
iiardly persuade myself that I am awake, did not 
every morning convince me mournfully to the con- 
trary.— I shall now waive the subject, — the dead are 
at rest, and none but the dead can be so. 

You will feel for poor Hobhouse, — Matthews was 
the ‘god of his idolatry ^ and if intellect could 
exalt a man above his fellows, no one could refuse 
him pre-eminence. I knew him most intimately, and 
valued him proportionably ; but I am recurring— so 
let us talk of life and the living. 

If you should feel a disposition to come here, you 
will find ‘beef and a sea-coal fire,* and not un- 
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,generous wine. Whether Ouvay’s two other requisites 
for an Epgfishman or not, I cannot tell, but probably 
one of them. — Let know wht*n I may expect you, 
that I may tell you w'hen I go and wlxin return. I 
have not yet been to Lancs. Davies has been here, 
and has invited me to Cambridge for a week in 
October, so that, peradventure, we may encounter 
glass to glass. His gaiety (death cannot mar it) has 
done me service; but, after all, ours was a hollow 
laughter. 

You will write to me ? lam solitary, and I never 
felt solitude irksome before. Your anxiety about 

the critique on 's hook is amusing; as it was 

anonymous, certes it was of little consequence; I 
wish it had produced a little more confusion, being a 
lover of literary malice. Are you doing nothing? 
writing nothing? printing nothing? why not your 
Satire on Methodism? the subject (supposing the 
public to be blind to merit) would do wonders. 
Beside.s, it would be as well for a destined deacon to 
prove his orthodoxy. — It really would 'give me 
pleasure to see you properly appreciated. I say 
rea/fy^asj being an author, my humanity might be 
suspected.

Sir, — A domestic calamity in the death of a near ixxxix 
relation has hitherto prevented my addressing you on 
the subject of this letter. — My friend, Mr. Dallas, has 
placed in your hands a manuscript poem written by 
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me in Grcea*, which he lells m(i you do not object 
to publishing. But he also informed nie*in*London 
that you wished to send the ms. to Mr. GifTord. 
Now, though no one would feel more gratified by the 
chance of obtaining his observations on a work than 
myself, there is in such a proceeding a kind of 
petition for praise, that neither iny pride — or whatever 
you please to call it — will admit. Mr. G. is not only 
the first satirist of the day, but editor of one of the 
principal reviews. As such, he is the last man whose 
censure (however eager to avoid it) I would deprecate 
by clandestine means.

On Spanish afhiirs I have said what I saw, and every 
day confirnjs me in that notion of the result formed 
on the spot ; and I rather think honest John Bull 
is beginning to come round again to that sobriety 
which ^^assena's retreat had begun to reel from its 
centre — the usual consequence of /<f/;usual success. 
So you perceive I cannot alter the sentiments ; but 
if there are any alterations in the structure of the 
versification you would wish to be made, I will tag 
rliymes and turn stan/as as much as you please.

As Gifford has been ever my ‘Magnus Apollo,' 
any approbation, such as you mention, would, of 
course, be more welcome than ‘ all Bocara’s vaunted 
gold, than all the gems of Samarcand.' But I am 
sorry the ms. was shown to him in such a manner, 
and had written to Murray to say as much, before 
I was aware that it was too late. 

Your objection to the expression ‘central line* I 
can only meet by saying that, before Childe Harold 
left England, it was his full intention to traverse 
Persia, and return by India, which he could not 
have done without passing the equinoctial. 

The other errors you mention, I must correct in 
the progress through the press. I feel honoured by 
the wish of such men that the poem should be con- 
tinued, but to do that I must return to Greece and 
Asia ; I must have a warm sun and a blue sky ; i:' 
cannot describe scenes so dear to me by a sea-coal 
fire. I had projected an additional canto when I 
was in the Troad and Constantinople, and if I saw 
them again, it w^ould go on; but under existing 
circumstances and sematiom, I have neither harp, 
‘heart, nor voice' to proceed. I feel that you are 
all right to the metaphysical part ; but I also feel 
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that I am sincere, and that 4f 1 am only to write ‘ ad 
captandujn I might as well edit a magazine 

at once, or spin canzonettas for Vauxhall. 

My work must make its way as w'cH as it can ; I 
know I have everything against me, angry poets and 
prejudices; but if the poe®i is a poeni^ it will sur* 
mount these obstacles, and if not^ it deserves its fate. 
Your friend^s Ode I have read — it is no great com- 
pliment to pronounce it far superior to Smythe’s 
on the same subject, or to the merits of the new 
Chancellor. It is evidently the production of a man 
of taste, and a poet, thougli I should not be willing 
to say it was fully equal to what might be ex|>ected 
from the author of llorce loniae. I thank you for 
it, and that is more than I would ilo for any other 
Ode of the present day. 

I am very sensible of your good wishes, and, in- 
deed, I have need of lliem. My whole life has Ixjen 
at variance with propriety, not to say decency; my 
circumstances arc become involved ; my friends are 
dead or estranged, and my existence a dreary void. 
In Matthews I have lost ray * guide, philosopher, and 
friend. ; in Wingfield a friend only, hut one whom 
I could have wished to have preceded in his long 
journey. 

Matthews ivas indeed an extraordinary man; it 
has not entered into the heart of a stranger to con- 
ceive such a man ; there was the stamp of immortality 
in all he said or did ; — and now what is he ? When 
we see such men pass away and be no more — ^men, 
who seem created to display what the Creator could 
make His creatures, gathered into corruption, before 
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the maturity of minds tliac might have been the pride 
of posterity, what are we to conclude ? For my own 
part, I am bewildered. To me .he was much, to 
Hobhouse everything. My poor Hobhousc doted 
on Matthews. For me, I did not love (jiiile so much 
as I lionoured him ; 1 w.as indeed so sensible of his 
infinite superiority, that, thoiii^h I did not envy, I 
stood in awe of it. He, Hobhou.se, JXavie.s, and my- 
self, formed a coterie of our own at Cambridge and 
elsewhere. Havies is a wit and man of the world, 
and feels as much as such a character can do; but 
not as Hobhouse has been affected. Davies, who is 
not a si:ribblcr, has always beaten us all in the war of 
words, and by liis colloquial powers at once delighted 
and kept us in order. Hobhousc and myself always 
had the worst of it with the other two ; and even 
Matthews yielded to the dashing vivacity of Scrope 
Davies. But I am talking to you of men, or boys, 
as if you cared about such beings.

a My Lord, — With my best thanks, I have the 
honour to return the Notts letter to your Lordship. 
I have read it with attention, but do not think I 
shall venture to avail myself of its contents, as my 
view of the question differs in some measure from 
Mr. Coldham’s. I hope I do not wrong him, but his 
objections to the bill appear to me to be founded on 
certain apprehensions that he and his coadjutors 
might be mistaken for the ^orif^inal advisers^ (to 
quote him) of. the measure. For my own part, I 
consider the manufacturers as a much injured body 
of men, sacrificed to the views of certain individuals 
who have enriched themselves by those practices 
which have deprived the frame-workers of employ- 
ment. For instance : — by the adoption of a certain 
kind of frame, one man performs the work of seven 
— six are thus thrown out of business. But it is to

be observed that the work thus done is far inferior in 
quality, hardly marketable aUhome, and hurried over 
with a view’ to exj^ortation. Surely, my J.ord', how’- 
ever we may rejoice in any improvement in the arts 
which may be beneficial to mankind, we must not 
allow mankind to be sacrifice<l to improvements in 
mechanism. 'Fhe maintenance and well-doing of the 
industrious poor is an object of greater ronse(jiience 
to the community than the enrichment of a few 
monopolists by any improvement in the implements 
of trade, which deprives the workman of his bread, 
and renders the labourer ‘unworthy of his hire.* 
My own motive for oppo.sing the bill is founded on 
its palpable injustice, and its certain inefficac'y. I 
have seen the state of these miserable men, and it is 
a disgrace to a civilised country. Their excesses may 
be condemned, but cannot be subject c>f wonder. 
The effect of the present bill would be to drive 
them into actual rebellion. The fi'W words I shall 
venture to offer on Thursday w'ill be founded upon 
these opinions formed from my own observations on 
the spot. By previous inquiry, I am convinced the.se 
men would have been restored to employment, and 
the country to tranquillity. It is, perhaps, not yet too 
late, and is surely worth the trial. It can never be 
too late to employ force in such circumstances. I 
believe your Lordship does not coincide with me 
entirely on this subject, and most cheerfully and 
sincerely shall I submit to your superior judgment 
and cxjxjricnce, and take some other line of argu- 
ment against the bill, or be silent altogether, should 
you deem it more advisable. Condemning, as every 
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one must condemn, the conduct of these wretches, I 
believe in the existence of grievances .which call 
rather* for pity than punishment. — I have the honour 
to be, with great respect, my LoVd, your Lordship’s 
most obedient and obliged servant, IL’ron.

P,S. -~1 perceive 1 have written a flippant and 
rather cold-hearted letter ! let it go, however. I have 
said nothing, either, f>f the brilliant sex ; but the fact 
is, I am at this mc»ment in a far more serious, and en- 
tirely nevr, scrape tlian any of the last twelve months, 
~ -and that is saying a good deal. It is unlucky we 
can neillier live with nor withoiit these women.

We 
neie but five mimues together, atsd or, thi- public road ; but I hardly 
rvcidlect an hour of tny existence which could he weighed t^jiainst them. 
He had heard that 1 was coining on, and h.id left his letter for me at 
Bologna, t>ecause the people with whom he was trav'elling could not wait 
longer. Of aU I have ever knuwn, he has always been the least altered 10 
rv«r> thing from the excellent qualities and kind affections which atuched 
me rc> him so strongly at school. 1 should hardly have thought it possible 
for .society (or the wotld« CB it is called) to leave a being with so little of the 
leaven of bad passions. I do not speak from personal experience only, but 
from all 1 have ever heard of him from others, during absence and distance.*

Four years after, on Byron’s 
return from the East, Dallas was still further in-ivilcgcd, and assisted 
in the publication of Childe Harold^ which Byron gave him, and on 
which he received the profits (jfSoc), ar, he presently received, in 
the same way, the profits on The Corsair Then the pair 

drifted apart : and after Mis.solonghi Dallas produced un account of 
Byron against which Munsou and Hobhouse, the poet's executors, 
procured an injunction, on the^strength of certain Icilcrs to the Hon. 
Mrs. Byron which were set forth in its pages. This was just before 
Dalla.s‘s death, when the book was republished in Paris (1824), as 
liecoUections of the Life of Lord Byron from the Year 1808 to the 
end of 1814. it was edited by the Rev. A. R. C. Dallas (the writer’s 
son) ; contains an account of the dispute with Hobhouse, together 
with a Memoir; and has been of service in the preparation of 
this Volume.

Byronian, at the same time that they arc sane and liberal enough 
to make you wish that he had written many more. 

For the rest, he lived an active, blameless, useful life t as minister 
(1825) of Regent Square Cha|>el, St. Pancras, where he stayed for 
twenty years ; as Morning Preacher ai Trinity Chapel, (!onduit 
Street, and Minister and Evening Lecturer at St. Ann’s, Soho ; and 
as Minister of Brompton Chapel, in which capacity he compassed 
the building of All Souls', Knightsbridge. He edited Shakespeare 
and Ms^stoger, wrote much for Blackwood, and published a certain 
amount of timid, unexceptionable verse. Morcov'er, being extremely 
popular as a preacher, and withal * a gentleman of the Otd School,’ 
he went everywhere and saw everybody. His lifelong friend 
(they knew each other as babies) was Mary Rnss'^ll Mitford. whose 
Idfc he lived to write ; but Sir Walter, Crabbe, Rogers, Sydney 
Smith, the Kembles, the Derbys, the Lansdownes, Danit;! Webster, 
Washington Irving, the Berrys, lydia White, Father Mathew, 
Talfourd, Joanna Baillie, Milman, Dickens, 'fhackcttiy, Crabb 
Robinson— at one or the other time he knew them all Hi the 
end, being very old, he fell down a stone stair in the Deanery at 
Battle, and was taken up dead.

Pratf, ike gleaner, author, poet, cic. .—This was Samuel Jackson 
Pratt (1749-1814). Born at St. Ives (Bucks), he began, it appears, 
as a parson, but, getting into trouble over women, and quarrelling 
with his parents, he turned actor, playing under the noble name of 
Courtney Melmoth in Dublin, and failing (1774) at Covent Garden 
in Hamlet and in Philaster. After this he took to scribbling— still 
as Courtney Melmoth ; went into partnership (c. 1776) w'iih a Bath 
bookseller named Clinch ; and coming to London some time after- 
wards. fell in with Wolcot, Beattie, Colnian, and *^'‘sch)lus Potter, 
and took so valiantly to scribbling proijc and verse that three 
columns of the British Museum Catalogue are filled with tlie titles 
of his works: among them Sympathy : a Poem (1788), of which 
there were four editions within the year, and eleven by 1807 ; 'J'he 
Pupils of Pleasure (1776), translated into French and Gcniian, and 
abused as ‘ licentious ' ; The Fatr Cirt assian { 1781), a play which, 
as acted by Miss Farrcn, afterwards Countess of I>erby, went 
through three editions within the year ; and Gleanings in England 
(*799)1 which is trounced in n letter by Charles Lamb. He is best 
remembered as the discoverer of Blackett, the cobblcr-l>ard, of 
whom he published Specimens in 1809 and the Remains in 1811. 

In the SIS. of English Bards Pratt is thus presented

Come let ua change the scene and 'glean ' \iirb Pratt ; 

In him an author's luckless lot behold.

man Jackson, ' Sole Prop and Ornament of Pugilism ' (Moore), 
Champion of England from 1795 1803, when he retired. The .

the old Fleet Ditch,' Jackson was Ixickcd by Harvey Combe, Lord 
Mayor, .'and four times member for the City of London, and fought 
HU more than ihiicc in the Ri,ng;— in 1788, when he heat Fcwleral

Besides, Rousscaii'.s way of life, his 
country, his manners, his whole character, were so very different, 
that 1 am at a loss to conceive how such a comparison could have 
arisen, as it has dune three 5 <*vcral times, and all in rather a 
remarkable manner. 1 forgot to say that he was also short- 
sighted. and that hitherto my eyes have liccn the contrary, to such 
a degree that, in the largest theatre of Bologna, 1 distinguished 
and read some busts and inscriptions, painted near the stffge, from 
a box so distant and so darkly lighted, that none of the company 
(composed of young and very bright-eyed people, ;»ome of them in 
the same box) could make out a letter, and thought it was a 
trick, though I had never been in that theatre licfore. Al- 
together, I think myself justified in thinking the comparison not 
well founded. I don't say this out of pique, for Koiis.seau was 
a great man ; and the thing, if true, were ffattering enough ; —but 
1 have no idea of being pleased with the chimera. '

Indeed the two were on turns of peculiar intimacy Hodgson 
was deeply eonctrntd for B)ron s soul ind at Newstead Hainoss 
heaid him aigue for C hnstiamty to such a purpose and in such a 
spiiit tint ho could not at a distance of xnoie than flCty years/ 
lecall the experience without a deep feeling of admiration for the 
judieious zeal and aftectionate earnestness (often speaking vylh 
ti»ars m his ties) which Dr Hodgson evinced m his advocacy of 
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the truth.’ In the same spirit, when Byron found that Hodgson, 
who had cngngtNl to pay his father’s debts, was unable to marry 
until that enga goineni was fulfilled, he gave him a thousand 
pounds, posted to 0\ford to sec the young lady’s mother, and 
.succeeded in making the marriage 

In 1814 Hodgson made the acc|uainiane.(» of Mrs. l.eighfwith 
whom he wms soon on the friendliest and the mo.si conliclcntial 
terms— (they continued till the end)-ancl broke ground with Miss 
Mtibanke by writing to her the jiarticuUirs of a certain appcMiancc 
in the .“Senate House, when Byron was receiver! by the assembled 
youth with peal on peal of ‘ the most rapturous applause.' In i8i() 
he came to London at Mrs. Leigh’s request, and wrote twice to 
Lady Byron in the interest of peace and his friend. It was to no 
purpo.''e. as w(‘ know, and Byron went into banishnienl. ^>iU of it 
he writes thus of Hodgson, who had mken orders, and laid l)t:en 
presented (i8t 6) to the living of Bakewell, in IVi by.slnre : — 

' 1 Iv'ar ih.it (1o<igs<>n is your iicifrhbour. . . . Vou will find him an 
excellent*lie.'irt«*d follow, as woll iL'% one of the clovcresi ; a little, perhaps, 
too much j.'t pan nod hy proferinent in the Church and the tuition of youth, 
as woll ns ituKuIated with tite rli-ease of Uouiesiic felicity, hesidus being 
overrun with fine feelings about women and const. incy . . , but otherwise 
a very worthy man. . . . Ihay remember me to him, and say 1 know not 
wbkli to envy most — his »cigh\*uurhood, him, or you.’ 

Hodgson, on his part, too much japanned or not, was ever a rlevoul 
Byroni.an. He was one of Ihe mourners at Hucknall, and for some 
tinu! thought of writing his deatl friend’s life. He abandoned the 
idea as .soon as he heard that the work had bw:n assigned to Moore, 
and gave that w'rilci (who speaks of him with unfailing conlialily, 
and note.s that he is con.sidered 'a blessing’ to his parish) all the help 
he could. In 1836 Lord Melhoiirm* offt-red him thi‘ Arcfldeaconry 
of Derby ; in 1838 he married (his first w'ife, a sister of Mrs. Henry 
Drury, had died some five or six years licfore) a < laughter of his old 
ftiend Denman ; in j8.jo he was made Pi-ovost of IClon. Tin* story 
of his work in this last capacity need not hen,* lx* told. Knoiigli 
that he dii d in harness ; that he wrote verses (as Byron said ho 
would write versc.s) 'to the end of the chapter’ ; and that he left 
behind him none but friends or a<Iniirf-Ts, or l>oih. (See James 
T. HolKiso.v, Memoir ^ etc., London, 1878.)

Notfum^e is on his ivny up to town The .son of a man 
of fortune, who contested Bristol, sat for Gram pound, and in 
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1812 was made a baronet. John Cam Hobliouse was bom ot 
kedland (near Ftristol). and was partly educated at a local dis* 
senting school, whence he was sent to Westminster (on the nd\’ice 
of his father’s friend, the Marquess of LansdovJ'ne), and so to 
Trinity College, Cambricige. Theie he met llyron, ancl ‘after 
hatir/fe me,’ the latter writes, 'for two years, because 1 wore a 
white hat and a ^rey coat, and rode a f^rey horse (as he himself 
says), took me into his good graces, iKSiiause 1 ha/J written some 
poetry.' At Cambridge, Byron adds. ‘ he did great things, ' That 
is, 'he foimde'd the Cambridge “ VVh'g Chib " '—(this flobhouse 
denied with heat, like the good Radicalhe was)—' and the Amicable 
Society, which was dissolved in consequi?nce of the nKMuljcrs con- 
stantly quarrelling, and made himself vciy popular with "us 
youth," and no less formirlablc to all tutors, professors, and heads 
of colleges.’ Being a man of wit and parts, with a genuine 
tincture of letters, he Ix^gan. of course, by making verses. The 
linos on Bowles in the F’irst Edition of English Bards are his : — 

‘ Stick 10 thy .s«Jnnets, man !— at least they sell. 

Or take the only path that open lies 

For moilern Worthies who would hojic to rise : 

Fi.x on some well-known name, and, bit by bit, 

Pare off the merits of his worth and wit ; 

On each alike employ the critic's knife, 

And when a comnienl fails, prefix a life ; 

Hint cettnin failings, faults before unknown, 

Review forgotten lies, and add your own ; 

T^t no disease, let no misfortune ’.scape, 

And print, if luckily deform'd, his shape ; 

Thus Hindi the world, quite undeceived at Iasi, 

Cleave to ibeir present wits, and quit their paju ; 

Bards once revered no more with favour view. 

Rut give their modem .soimcteers their due : 

Thu.s with the dead may living merit coi>e, 

Thn& Hciwlcs may triumph o’er the shade of Pop.e 

and in i8og, he published n certain miscellany— (Skinner Matthews, 
with whom, ns his most intimate friend, he was very often at vari- 
anqc, used to call it the Miss-scB^yy-oi fmitatims and Transla.^ ' 
Hons from the A niient and Modern Classics; Together with Oripnai ' 
Poems Never Before Published, But from Falmouth anyiraid, 
despite the desperate terms in which Byron presents him :r- 
Hobhouse;, muttering fearful cunes, 

Aft the hatchway down he rolls, ‘ / 

How his breakfast, now hU verses, ' 

Vomits forth, and d— n» our souls 
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he appears to have left rhyme to his friend ; for he set forth the results 
, of their expedition, as ho perceived them, in a solid volume of stout 
and servicofiblo nrose. This was the book now known ns Travels in 
Albania, Haumeiia, and Other Pravinct^ of Turkey (1812), which 
went into a Second tiklition in a year or so, and was reprinted in 4855. 
A constant guest at Newstead, lie was present (as best man) at the 
Marriage (2nd January 1815 : it was to him that the bride addressed 
the oftciv-quotetl ‘Iff am hot happy, it will lie iny own fault ') ; and he 
served his friend most loyally through those troubled and desperate 
days which preceded the Exile (2sih April 1816). In the summer of 
the same year he joined that friend at Diodaii ; and some circiini- 
stanecs of their life arc set forth in the AV/'/.vf (addressed 

to Augitsla Leigh) — extracts fiom which were published by Moore, 
(It was at this time that, sm he tells you at tlie very outset of his 
//a/r (1859). he saw Ilyron ‘ deface with great care * the ' atheist and 
philanthropist written in Grt*ck,* which Shelley had inscribed after 
his own name in an inn-album.) In 1817, after a round of travel, 
he rejoined liyron at 1 .a Mira, and found him deep in the Fourth 
//arold. ’It’ — the fir^t draft--* was much shorter than it after- 
wards t)ecamc, and it did not remark on several objects which 
apiscarcd to me liccuUarly worthy of notice. 1 made a list of these 
objects, and, in conversation with him, gave him reasons for the 
selection. I'he result was the poem as it now apiHiars, and he 
then engaged me to write notes for the whole canto.’ Most of this 
work was done at Venice — 'where I had the advantage of con- 
sulting the Ducal Library ’ ; and in the sequel the commentary 
grew to so great a bulk that only a part could im attached to the 
poem, the rest of it being published separately {Historical flluslra* 
' lions to the Fourth Canto of * Childe Harold' i Containinjif Dhscr- 
tations on the Ruins of Rome, and an Essay on Italian Literature, 
London, i8t8). Byron’s regard for the writer was instantly attested 
by his Dedication (2nd January 1818) of his magnilicent achieve- 
tnent 'to one whom 1 have known long and accom)>anied far, 
urhotn 1 have found wakeftil over my sickness and kijid in my 
] sorrow, glad in my prosperity and firm in my atlversity, true in 
counsel and trusty tn peril — to a friend often tticid and never found 
wanting; — to’ John Cam Ifobhouse, already (1816) the dedicatee 
^ of The Siege of Corinth. 

^ There was another meeting (at Pisa) in 1822. I’hese were the 
' years of Cain^ the Piston, the /usm (Uobhouse was one of that 
cursed puritunical committee ' which on moral grounds objected to

1834, hi^ «is Byron's intimate and executor, took a boat, and l>oarded 
the Florida in Sandgatc Cr<H*k, ‘ Three dogs ’ (ho writes) ' that had 
belonged to my frienil were playing on the deck I could hardly 

boar to look at them 1 cannot descrit^o what 1 felt during 

the /ivo or six hours of olir passiigc. 1 W'as the ki'Jt person who 
shook hands with Hyron when he left Kngland 111 iRiti. I recol- 
lected his waving his cap to me. as the jmckel bound'd oft‘ on a 
curling wave, from the pier-head at Dover, and here I w.is now 
coming hack to J'aigland with his cot pM*.' It w;is John Murray, 
not ]IcibhoU'.e liimself, who, writing in Hohhouse’s name and 
without llobhousr's instructions. Wris fiolitely snubbed by Dean 
Iivlaud in the matter of a place for H^tou in the Al»bey among his 
peers, lint llobhouse w'as responsible for all ll.e other circuni- 
stiinccs of the obsequies : fiom the distunbaikation of the coffin at 
the London Docks Huoy - 1 ' 1 here were many boats round the 
ship . . . and the sliorewas crowded with spectators’)— and the 
passage of llie bargt* to Wchtrniiistcr .Starrs, to the. deposition in the 
little clmrch at llucknull Torkard, which, with the churchyard, was 
'so crowded that wc could, scai’cely follow the l)ody up the aisle.' 

(* I was told,’ he adds, ' tliat the place was crowded till a late hour 
in the evening, and that the vault was not closed till the next 
morning.') When he left Hucknall Torkard the Corporation of 
Nottingham otfr'red him the freedom of the city ; but ' I had no 
inclination for the. ceremonies with which the acceptance of the 
honour,' etc., and 'f therefore dcclinerl it.’ 

And his work as Byron's friend and champion wa*? in. now'isc 
done when he turned hi.s back upon Hucknall Churchyard. With 
his share in the dchtruction of the MS. of Byron's Memoir^ as 
with his action in defence ol B}Ton's leputaiion in 1830-31, it will 
be. convenient to d«il elsewhere. In this place I shall but 
sketch hi.s part in that very sc;mdalous incidc-nt in the story of 
Westminster Ablx'v — the closing of its dooi s upon the effigies of 
pcrhap,s the gre-itest, and ceriainly the most famous, English-^ii 
man of his generation. Ho].ihoi>«;c% then, was largely instrumental ^ 
in forming a Commitlee, and in procuring sul^scriptions, for the 
erection of a memorial to Byron ; and among those associaterl w’ith 
him to this end were Goethe, ScOtt, C’ampbcll, Rogers, Moore, 
Mnicolm. Lockhart, Bowles, Mackintosh, Jeffrey, Stratford 
Canning, diaries Kemble, Isaac Disraeli, and Peel ; with Lords 
HolDnd, Sligo. I-ansdowne, Cowper, Normanby. Nugent, and 
Dudley, the Duke of Devonshire, and the Earl ,ind Countess of 
Jersey. At Hobhouscs suggestion the work was undertaken by 
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ThorwaUlsen, fur so small a sum as a thousand pouiKls. Hut Dean 
Ireland refused the l*4x:t‘s statue, as Ite had biu-red out the PoiH’s 
Ijody ; and it lajiai the Custom House, unpacked, for many years. 
Dr. Ireland was succeeded m 1842 by Dr. Turton, aflei wards 
Ihshnp of J''Jy ; lUTun‘^ right to a place in Poets' (Jurnor was denied 
by Di. 'riirtwn, as twice before Iw Or. IrelantI ; his d<‘nUt was 
applauded by ihc then Ihsiiop of London (BK>mrield) m his place 
in the House of Lords; and Hobhouse repli<* 1 to his Lordship 
(i 34^) in a j\iinphloi, pnvatcly printed, hut reproduced as an 
ap]K:ndix to 'J'ravcls in Albantn, which is exeidicnt reailing 
still. It was to no purpose. 'I he Ablw'y doors are closed on 
Hyi on yet , atiil the 'rhorwaldsen, after nearly half a cenlury 
of .sceliisit)!!, vsas at last accepted b)' Master Whcwcll (largely at 
the instance of the Messrs. Dela Prvine) for the Lil^raiy of liyion's 
oUl college, whence it is inH hk**ly to be removed. 

‘A man.' s.iy' Hyron, 'of lc.trning. of talent, of steadiness, ami 
of honour' : a iii.'jii, as we can see, of singular alertness ot mind, 
energy of iemp«*i anient . integrity of piut'obC, and strength of 
character and v\ill; VIoldiouse is honoiuably teiueuibeied, aiiaU 
from the fneiuKship wlii< h is his title' to endnritig lame, as an in- 
flusMiliai ijoliticiiin, and as a diligent, adroit, and faithful servant of 
the Sutc. An original kadual ai)dJ<»-loinier, he U‘gan, l>»‘ing one 
of ila Rota Cdulj, by gelling commuted to Newgale fr>i a bieiu h 
of privilege ; went on to be elected (with Burdett) for Westminster, 
wliich lie ropresented for thirteen years ; was Secretary for War, 
Chief Secretary fur lr<‘land, ( 'ommis.siuner for Woods and h'oresls, 
and twice Piesidcnt of the Board of Control; and in 1857 was 
rai.sed to the Peeiage as Lord Broughton de Gyffurd. fire he ilied, 
ho found energy enough to write the five volumes of hi.s J/emo/rs 
of a lA>ng Life. They are printed, but nut publ i si i eel ; *1)111 they 
are partially known through an Edinburii^h review /April 1871), llie 
work, it is undcr.‘;iOf/tl, of the late Henry Reeve, to which I am in- 
debted for certain facts and extracts emlwdied in this Note.

Robert (ire^Myn^ of pv^iiisiir notoriety : — ' Bob Grcg.son, P. P.’ 
(« ‘ Poet of I’ugilibtii ’), w-as born (1778) in Lancashire ; ’ tilled the 
situation of Laptain of the Liverpool Wigan Packet for several 
years with credit and respect ' ; fought his way to the Championship 
of his County ; came to London, and commenced pugilist ; was twice 
beaten by Ciully (1783-1863) fortheChampion.ship, once in October 
1807 again in May 1808 ; was beaten for the Championship 
by Cribb (1781-1848) in February 1809; and, retiring from the 
Profession, was for some time Landlord of the Castle lavern, 
Holbom— ‘ Bob's Chophouse,' it was called — a headquarters of the 
Fancy during the brightest years of the King. As he couldn't make 
the Castle pay (he was succeeded by the eminent l orn Belcher, 
who could) he left London for Dublin, where he set up first 'A 
Solioolfor Teaching the Art of Self dcfcnce,' and next was landlord 
of The Punch-House, Moor Street. He died in Liverpool in 1894. 

‘ He was a boxer of tremendous energy, courage, and bottom (in his 
€rst fight wi0i Gully as in his battle withCn'bb, he had his men beaten 
to a standstill, so that it was feared that Gully would die, while 
Cribb Sell down, and * did not recover for some few minutes ’) ; a fine 

^ figure of a man (be stood six feet one, and is reported to have sat 
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to Ljiwrcncc, iinJ to hav(* lictin lectured lijion by (Jju lisle, Professor 
cf Anatomy at the Royal Aciidemy); a lover of tunes sind verses, 
and no bad hand at a 'cfiatint*; withal, a person of manners 
and sea It I men t.

among othei.s, tlu? match between Doghertyand Tom belcher, who 
saw (he says) all Cribb's fights, and who may very well have seen 
both of (jregson's with Gully, that he should be found willing, iin- 
pecumous as he is, to come to a bankuipl lioxcr's aid. Por these 
were the Golden Years of the Ring : when Pugilism was to the 
peofde of lingland all, and m(»re than all, that Cricket and Foot- 
ball are to the people of Knglaiul now ; so that a trial between two 
ianious ai lists - as L’nbb and Molinoau.v, or Spnng and Langan, or 
f *aintcr and Oliver w ould lx,' fought in the presence of .some twenty 
thousand men, the most of whom had ridden, or driven, or padded 
ihe hoof, a many miles to see, at the risk of lirokcn he.ids and 
lavished pockets ; while 100,000 would change hands on the 
event. We have seen (awfi*, p. 316, Note to Letter xxxi.) 
how Mr. Jaekson, the King ol Milling, who <iid the most of 
any man that ever lived to make Pugilism rcspiciable (as Jem 
Beleher made it ariistie and heroic), kei>t, am! deserved to keep, 
the U;st of company, and how two pools, Kea’.s. the high-priost of 
beauty (.and the most pugnacious of nioi lals), and 'Anacreon* Moore 
witnessed the great affair Indvvccn Kniulull and Turner. This 
was in 1818, ten years after Pen Orw y’s appeal ; and in 1807, eleven 
years before it, here (aceoiding to the late Thomas (,'on stable's 
Are/iibalti Con stable and His l.itcr{ity Correspondents, Edinburgh, 
1873) is how Alexander Gibson Hunter. ' Forfarshire laird and 
ISilinburgh bookseller,’ the Great Mogul's fir»i partner, in company 
with ' the bailie ' (his father), fared forth on Fox Maule’s coach, * to 
see the great fight between Belcher and Cribb,' at what he calls 
‘ Mviscly Uurst near Hampton Court ' (Moulsey w*as a favourite spot 
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wilh Mr. Jackson nncl tiis liushcy lived ll.K. H. the 

Duke of Clarence, and Ifis Hit^hness loved the spurt). ‘Moscly 
Hurst,’ says l|Linirr. ‘is the must beautiful mciulow I almost 
ever saw, liard and smooth us velv*^t, and ot i^reai extent ’ ; 
and altliough it had been In-uiied abioad that the ring; would 
Ik- pitched at Nowm.uket, which sent lorth ‘ uiany a hundred uu 
the wron^; track,* >ei had we ‘fully lu.cxx), 1 sujipose, piesonl as 
It was. and many hinuluHb* of cain.ijres, horses, carts, £i<\’ CajUain 
H.irc’I.iy ol Uiic — (who had made iht* match fur Cnbb. and was 
presently to tram Inm foi thehLsiuric tr prise with Mulineaux) — 
‘ leceived u.s, and pul us across the river in a bu.u * ; and ' anions the 
gentlemen present wimc the Duke of Kent* -a familiar title, is it not ? 
— ‘Mr Wyndham {.o< ), Lunl .XroliibaUl llarnilltni (a famous lumd, 
1 am tuUl), I-<ird Kinnaird, Mr. T. Sheiidan, r/i. etc.,' while ‘the 
honourable Haiclay (>/< } Craven w.is jutlp.t\' In pushing to the i mg- 
side, the lUilie got ‘ made a (that is. his hat was knocked 

ovei his eyt's, and when he put up his liaiuls to save it, lie wasn't 
allowed to pul ilh-m dow^n again whiU* a single pfK’kel lemnined 
imvisiledl ; and when at last we leaclu tl it. we found the cirele of 
carU and carnages • so eloM* mul so IncAul, anil .siu h a ciowd and 
squeeze of p<*oplo, lii.il I could nfidiei force my w.iy through noi 
get liaek,* so ‘1 ei.iwlr<l ihiough U*low the carriage.s, ai the 
immense hazard of dc*alh from carnage wln^el.s, kicks ol horses, 
etc.’ Kor llie fight itself, enough that Cnbb was a lenowned 
‘glutton’; that Jem belcher, the man of genius wlio had rc- 
msj>ired and icnewed the art, and who stands to JMigihsrn iiiucli 
lus ‘the J)oci(3r’ stands to Ciiekot, had lost an eye at rackets 
four years bef\>rp, but was still caixdde of administering tre- 
mendous puiiLshnieiit ; that it lasted some forty m unites ; and 
that 'the great sciciue and power displayed by l><>lli partic.s 
made me consider this a much less cruel and moie manly and 
entertaining nmuseiiiont than I could have btlievcd prwsihle.’ 
Hunter, iciiicmbcr, was a Scut abroad ; and in .ScoilmuJ Pugilism 
never thrived. Put in haigland IHigilisiu was a part of the 
nation's life and a niovitig factor in the nation’s art and 
politics.

That Uyron lived to regret his bitliTncss is shown by a lellot to 
Roger.** (1814) in which he asks if there is ' any chance of a [kus- 
aibihty of nmking it up with Carlisle,' and by the 'young, gallant 
Howard* .stanza in tlm T\\m\ Narold (xxix-xxxiii). With regard 
to the origin of the constraint between Ijyron and Carlisle (sec av/e, 
p. 298, Note to Letter iii.), Murray’s Editor quotes (•horn two 
unpublished letters') these extracts ; — 

* Nov. II, 1S04. You mistake me if you diiiik I dislike Lor>1 Carlisle. I 
rcs]>ect him, unci might like him did I know him heuer. For him tny 
MOthirkni an <i«//V^<i('/ij'-'Why. I know not, 1 am afrairt he could be hut of 
little use to me; hut 1 dare say he would assiat nic if he could ; »o I lake 
tlie will for the deed, nud am ahhged to him, exactly in the same ntauner 
as if he succecdeil in hU crt'orls.’-«‘ Nov. »i, 1804. To f,ord Carlisle niake 
my w'armest ackiioulvdgments. 1 fix*! moie gratitude than 1 cnii well 
express. 1 am truly CiUiged to him for his endeavours, and am i>erfectly 
*(ati.sf)<.‘d with youi cxp!aii,uioii of his reserve, though 1 was hitherto afraid 
ft might proceed from (icrsoiial dislike. For the future, 1 shall consider 
him n.s more my friend than I have hithcito been tauxAi to think.' 

Yet five years afterwards the ward was so little acquainted with Ins 
guardian as not to know of the " nervousdisorder, ’ whichafTlicied I -ord 
Carlisle, and to which— to Kyron’s indignation— it was supposed that 
'iwalytic puling’ was a direct and open reference. •

apixidr ns untouched by the yoke as if he never wore it --to leach 
in one year what schools or universities teach in five; and he 
furthermore pledged himself to persevere in his Iwld scheme, until 
he had ' pul the Cyburch, and all that, in danger.' — M ooue. 

The ^reat apostU, etc. ; — Thw is ‘ Kugland's wealthiest son,’ the 
Williani Bcckford {i7S0'^^44) of Tathck (1787!, that masterpiece 
of wit, imagination, and narrative, written .at iwimiy-two, and in a 
single sitting of * three clays and two nights,' during which tune * 1 
never took off my clothes,* so that ‘the severe application made 
me very jII.* At the time of Hyron's writing he was still the Beck- 
ford of Fonthill and its Tower, which he did not .‘•ell till iSaa. But 
the BtH:kford of Cintni (1794*96) tvas already so completely of the 
pi'ist, thiTt Byron, not long after this vciy Letter, could address him 
in these terms : — 

Here didst thou dwelh here schemes of pleasure plan, 

Henecitb yon mountain’s ever Wuuteous hrow : 

Hut now, os if a thing unblest by Man, 

Thy fairy dwelling is as lone as thuu t 
Here giant weeds a tmssage scarce allow 
I'o halls deserted, portals gaping wide : 

Fresh lessons to the thinking bosom, how 
Vain are the pleasaunces on earth supplied ; 

Swept into wieck.s anon by Time's ungentle tide ! 

In sS22 he became the Bcckford of Bath, w'herc he built him an- 
other Tower, und shut him-self up with his books, bis pictures and 
statues, his moods .and humours and caprices ; and then in 1834 
he published his third book, the excellent ;9cries of letters entitled 
/la/y.' with Sketches of Spain and Portugal, In that year, 
he reprinted his Biographical Memoirs of Extraordinary Paint^P?^ 
written at .s«\Tntcen, and still amusing *n*ading of a kind ; and in 
1835 he published his PtcoUeciions of an Excursion to the Monas* 
tcries of Alc^a^ and Baialha, This is all his literary baggage; 
and from the PccolUctioNs onward till his death he was a resolute, 
invisible recluse. But at elcvcai be had succeeded to the worth 
of a million of mon<^ ; and lie had sat in Phriianient (once for 
Eccles and once for Hindon). known the greatest grief that can 
befall a man, lived ns he would with none to say him nay. pro^ 
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’ duoecl such a master-story as must live as long as the Fiench in 
wirhich it was written anti the English into whicli it w'as translated, 
and thereby apjjtov'cd hirns4.'^ir the l>cst V^otlairmn bred in England 
before the coming of Benjanttn Disraeli. AS to llyion’s description 
of him, this from Moore {Diary : i8lh (Setoher i 3 i 8 ) may .serve to 
eke it out :-•* Eleckford wishes me. to go to EoiUhill with I< [offers] ; 
anxious t)>at I sliould look over his 7 >£iitr/r . . . and prqiarc them 
for the press. Rogers sup]x>ses he would give me something 
magniftcent for it, — a thousand pounds, perhaps, flul if he were 
to give me a hundred times that sum, 1 would not have my name 
coupled with his. To be Ik^ckford’s snb, not very desirable,*

The English Minister^ Coptaiu —William Martin Leake 

(1777-1860) : soldier, scholar, traveller, antiquary, a skilled topo- 
grapher, and a fair, but dry, hi.storian : entered the Royal Regiment 
of Artillery m 17^4. ^ Captain he was sent to Constantinople to 
tench artillery practice to tlie'rurks(i7f)q) ; in 1 800-1 he served with 
the Grand Vizier' .s army and the Turkish force in Egypt ; with 
Elgin’s secretary, Hamilton, he made a general survey of Egypt ; 
and went to Athens in June 1802. In Septcmlxjr 1802 he and 
Hamilton sailed for England aboard the ship that was biinging the 
Elgin Marbles ; and his MSS. were lost in the wreck of it. Ih 1804 he 
Wiis sent on a mission of military survey in the East ; and from 
1805 to i 3 c »7 he was occupied in North (ireecc and the Morea. 
War breaking out Ixitween England and I'urkey, Ix^akc was taken 
pj-isoncr in 1807, and through his offices with AU I\asha recon- 
ciliation between the two countries was brought about. In 1809 
he was at Prevyza, and remained eidicr there or at Joannina 
till i8ia He was ' officially resident at Joannina’ when Hyron 
|isited All. His chief works are:— 7 'A<f Topography of A /hens 
iLondon, 1831: and Edition, 1841), which was translated into 
French in 1869 and 1876, and into German in 1839 and 1844; 
yourfreil of a Tour in Asia Minor (Tendon, 1824) ; An Historical

1836) ; Travels in the Morea, 3 vols. (London, 1830) ; Traveh 
Norfkern Greece, 4 vols.

of the Ottoman Empire; and of whom the worst that c;ui be said 
is that he left no man behind him, but exh.austrd (it would sc^eni) 
the governing viitue of bis house and race.

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most intimdtc* fricnd.s, not so much al t'amhrkipc!— though they 
were at the university tc»getht*r, and he lived in Hyron's rooms 
during the ye.ir of Byron'*; ab'^cnce —as in Tx)ndon; and his 
influence ot» his junior, esix*rially in the ntatier of religion, was 
strong and lasLiiig. lie passed from l?ton to Trinity ; was Ninth 
Wrangler in tlui Mathematical, then the only, 'I'npob in 1805 f took 
his degree in 1806: 11 nd got the Members’ iVizo for a Uilin essay 
in 1807. A really full and particular account of his drowning 
in the fork of the Cam al>ovc Nevvnham Mills— (ho was bathing, 
and WMS caught in 'a Iwd of wtvds, thick, eight fcei deep,’ so that 
'not fifty of the strongest-lushed men in England could, without 
rojics. lave given the slightest assistance ’)— is given by Henry 
Drury in a letter to Hodgson (J. T. IIopG-Son, ut i. j 86). 
Drury’s conclusion is that nothing but ‘temerity little short of 
madness' could ha\« induced Matthews to attempt the aloresaid 
weeds.

Thc£c/ec'ttcAWiotnors:---Tlu:y were exceeding severe on the .score 
of doctrine. I'hus Byron, in a Note to the Hints, refers them ‘ to 
their own pages, where they congratulated tliemseWes on the pro* 
spect of a tiU lielwccn Mr. Jeffrey and myself, from which some 
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great good was to accrue, provided one or V>oth were knocked on 
the head.* 

Demetrius the ‘ Siei^er of Cities ’ i% here, with ' Gilpin Horner' : — 
Th(‘.se J take lo lx* nicknames —(of a cast Iti.-ld eulogistic in a vain 
and amatorious age)— for I'iobliousc and Davies (?).

Trinity College, Duljlin— Cifter the meinoralilt* ad of 1793, 
one of the fiist of ifu- young Helots of the land, who hastened to 
avail themselves of the privilege of being edneated at tlieir ccmiury's 
university'; at fourteen, or less, was writing lor tin; Anthoto^ia^ 
a local inaga/ane, m which he read The Phinurei of Memory \ at 
lilteen began llie practice of political satire at the nK»ck-coiirt 
(Dalkey) o( King Stephen (Armylagc), a .singing juiwiibioker ; at 
nineteen came to London to read law at the Midille 'J'einple ; and 
Iwfore lie was Iw'onty-one had published (i8ocj) a translation (a.s it 
weie into scented soap) of the (hies of Anacreon, which was dedi- 
cated -through Ins earliest pirtron, Lord Mona, afterwards First 
MaKjtiess of n.Lsting.s - to the iVmee of Wales, and which (with 
Ills own ONcellent talent as an actor and singer) gave him the run 
of the very ehoiei\st Whig 8tK*iety. ft was followed (i8or) by I'he 
/Wtical llorhf of the late Thomas Little, a gentleman who 

'died in his onc-and-twcntielh year* ; who had 'given much of his 
time to the .study of the amatory wTilcr.-.' ; and whose works were 
(therefore) * all the productions of an age when llie pas.sions very 
often give a colouring too warm to the imagination ' ; and in 1803 
Lord Moira got him made Regisinir to the Admiralty Court at 
Herniuda. He had looked for liettcr patronage, but he was ever a 
man to make the best of things, and he mad * the best of this one. 
Tliat IS, he went to Herniuda. found anrl engaged a Deputy, „ 
travelled in Canatla:— 

Faintly as tolls the exening chime, 

Our voice.s keep tune, and our oar> keep time. . . . 

Row, brulhers, row, the stream luii.s fast, 

The rapids are near and the daylight 's pt-ist 

and the United States ; i-cturiied to England ; published his 
Odes and T.pistUs (1806) ; and in 1807 Licgan the Irish Melodies 
(Fart X., 1834). which he sang with rare and ix:culiar art, which 
were long worth year to him, whicli are still singing here 
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and there, and which, as translated by Oounet, and set to music 
by no less a man thin Hector Berlioz, had. like the twice or thrice 
translated Iip,'!ur£iin^ a certjiin part in the Koniaiuic Renaissance 
of 1830. In iSii lie married, and in 1812 he published Tfte Two- 
penny PoU-ths; {hQC posf. p. q34, N<*to tc»Lctlc*r clxxiv. ) and liccariie 
Avenger-tie.neral to the Whigs, who w'erc fresh from the (ireai Dis- 
appointment of 1811, and who exulted in his effect, whether he 
wvpl over a false and fallen Pnnee in an Jri\h Melody ; — 

Wlien fust 1 met thee, warm and youn^, 

TMcre shone such truth al'oiil thee, 

And on thy lip such promise hung 
I did not dare lo clouht thee, 

But go, deceiver, go, etc. : — 

or look note (in 'I'he Morn ins; Chnmide or d'he Timoi^) of the run 
of things at Latly Hertford's : — 

The house where you know 
Ihcre '.s such good inuiton cutlets ami stiong curayoa 

m Man<’hcst<*r Square, and gibed the wigs and stays and whiskers, 
the moral obliquities and the jrhysic.il loturulities, in evulencc at 
Carlton House. In rSiy he published Lalhi Rookh , for llic coi>y- 
right of which he rviccivcd three thousand guineas; which he 
dedicated to Samuel Ktigerafroiu * His ver>' grateful and .Afleciion- 
ale Friend ' ; and wIkksc vogue wtis so instant and so f.tr- w andered 
tliat LuilicII was soon able to address him thus 

1 ’ni told, dear Moore, your lays arc sung 
(Can it be true, you lucky iriau?) 

At iiiidnighi in the i'ersian tongue 
Along the streets of Ispahan. 

In 1818 he went to l^ins (with Rogers), and there pr&luccd that 
excellent set of pasquils, the first Atfw//y. Meanwhile the 
Deputy at Bermuda was found to have default ' tI lo the tunc of 
£booo, and, to escape arrest, Moore went abroad, travelled in Italy 
— (he stayed a few days at Venice with Byron, who gave him the 
MS. il/pwer>)— and then, jciracing his steps, set up his rest in Palis, 
wlicre he abode till, having compromised hi.s debt to tlie Exclicquer 
for £1000, he returned to Kngland : there to pul)li.sh his of 
the Angels his Captain Rock (1824), hi.s Shendan (1825), 

his Epicurean (1827), his Byron (1830), and his Lord Edward 
71/(1831), to say nothing of innumerable lyrics and pas- 
quinades. In 1835 he was put on the Civil List for a pension of 
;f30o; but bis hist ycfxrs were miserable enough. For all the 
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smirk in hib lovc<song.'> and the sting (as of nettles) in his satire, he 
was a worthy and magnanimous little man— the best of sons, the 
most devout among husbands (he was horribly scandalised, you 
learn from his Diary, by the Marianna Segati business at Venice, 
and not Jess so by the sketch of Donna Inez in Donjttav), the 
mo.sl^.iffeciionate of failiers ; and, having lost his only daughter in 
her girlliood, he was doomed to see the death of hi-i second son 
(l>y consumptiDn) at the very tiiroshold of wliai firouiised to be an 
horiouralile career, ami tu watch the luin ol his heir, who ended, 
as one of the J*'oiejgn Legion, in an Algerine hospital. Such 
glcaiiLS of haj>pincss as were his came through ins countrymen, 
who wore him, tinsel and all, in tlieir heart of hcfirts, and never 
failed to gleet him with just Mich ovations (in terms of whisky 
and .sentiment) as the Modern Scot reserves for the immortal 
inemoiy of Ihirns. In the long-run his mind decayed : by 1847 he 
was ' sinking ’ (so he wrote to Rogers) * into a mere vegetable,' and 
in leading of the end your sole feeling is one of regret that it came 
so late and took so long. As to his personal ijualitics, a single 
te.sliiiJony, being iiir Walter's, will suhice: — ‘It w'ould be a de- 
lightful addition to life,' he wrote in 1825, * if 'rhomas Moore liad 
a collage within two miles of me.* For his poetty, it is the fa.shion 
to decry him ; and it is a fact that his Lxi:la Rookh and his Loves of the 
.labels (a mild Whig T'amilise done by a tame, suburban Uyron) arc 
glittering and ' conceited ’ enough to look tawdry, at the same lime 
that llic) arc so clever, ami so broulhli^ss in their cleverness, as to 
Im' extremities of hard reading. But none in this century has sur- 
p.\s.scil him as a writer of light, brilliant, and scarifying insolence ; 
while he was a master of cadence, and his songs— as liendemeer' s 
Stream, a» -// the MuLHour of Niyhl, as Doth Not a Meeting, to 
name no more— have a rhythmical quality, at i/iice exquisite and 
simple, for which you may quest in vain among the Minors of 
to-day. 

For his connexion with Byron: it began in 1812, under such ^ 
circumstances as are set forth btdow. It w'as .said of him that he ^ 
' dearly lovetd a lord ' ; l>ut to love a lord was in those days no 
crime — es|.xM;iaUy in an earnest Whig; and. Sir Walter,' allieit a 
fine, unalterable 1 bry, was no more averse from aristocratic in- 
timacies than (to slide to the lowest rung of the ladder) the Radical 
Leigh Hunt. In any case, Moore had kept the company of peers 
—Moira, l^ansdownc, Holland, and the like— since bis Mat in - 
1800 ; and it is fair to argue that he was at least as strongly at- 
tracted by Byron's tcmpemuient and Byron's genius as be wajB 
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touched by Byron's barony. It is possihl<^^vcn probable — ^thal 
Mr. Fraser Rae is justified in say inf^ that ho was jealous of Sheridan ; 
like himself ail Irislmian, a commoner like himself, and like him- 
self— but to far more splendid purpcise than himself— a practical 
and social success. But in Byron's c^se ihcif* no grounds 
for spU't^n ; for Byron, who recognised him instantly, and wa'ieven 
his admirer and his friend, was not less manifestly his superior in 
poetry and genius than lie wiis his siijarior by birth and fortune. 
In any event, ii is certain that liis atiiiiide towards his 'noble 
friend' (whicli, being mannerly and correct, was Shi-lley’s phrase, 
and Scott’s), while cordial in the oxtreme. w.as neva-r (that I can 
sec) unduly substM vient. He rcceiv<‘d the dedication of The C 'otsuir 
with ,a vast rleal of pride {' 'riicy may say,* lie wrote to I’owcr, ‘ that 
the praise is laid on with a trowel, but at lea-st it is a golden trowe*! 
that lays it on‘) ; but he. gave nothing in return for it but liis very 
mediocre for the Holy Ai/iance (1823). He accepted th«' 
MS. Memotr gratefully, but without hnniilily — as a gift from fnend 
to friend : and he did his lH\st for his friend’s sake to keep at h'ust 
a part of it for posterity. He .avenged the rneiiioi y of ‘ a late no!>le 
Lion' on a certain 'small puppy dog’ (sec po\t, j). 438, Note to 
Letter cixxiv'.) with cxemplai y tlioioughiicss. He took up the woik 
of writing the Life with such an independence of mind that he 
began by making himself liatt^fiil to the Lady-Byronites, and went 
on to scandalise the opposite faction in the end. In brief, I cannot 
find that (even in Ids revolts in the character of a ’ Domestic Man ’) 
he was over other than loyal to a friendship whicli was one of the 
best things in his life. 

^ For the occasion of its beginning w e must go back to 1806, ami 
thence onward to 1809 rmd the publication of F.itgliih Dards, In 
the former year, the Iiish poet, exasperauid In” the strictures which 
Jeffrey had passed in verses (see anU, p. 300, Note U) Ix-tter vii.), 
challenged his critic to the arbiiraiiienl of mortal combat. The 
would'be duellists met at Chalk F,arni- * (tlicy look n fancy to each 
other on the ground) — but the affair had taken wind (through 
William Spencer and Lord Fincastle) and they were arrcslcd. 
Now Jeffrey’s friend w'as that Francis Horner whom Sir Walter 
likened to Father Shandy's bull, and on him devolved tlic deadly 
work of loading the tools. He was far loo .serious and too highly 
cultured a Whig to know anything about firearms ; and when the 
pistols were examined at Bow Stret'f, it was found that one had a 
bullet in it, but the other liad not. Then ' Enter Rumour ’—on this 
occasion, as on many others, 'an Irish Journalist'— ‘painted full of 
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tongues,’ all holloaing that the pistols held no bullets. ' In con- 
sofiuencc of this,* says Moore, * I was induced to write a letter to the 
editor of one of the Journals ’ — ‘ almost all ' had gonV w ith Rumour 
— ' contradicting th«‘ falsehood that had been circulated, and stating 
briefly the real ('ircunist:inc(;is of the case.* This comi adiction liyron 
did npt see ; and in F.niiiiih I^ards be took it t>M him to tell the talc, 
in prose and verse, as the w'orld loved to hear it told 

C':»n iiOTie remomher that eventful d.iy, 

That ever glorious, almost l.tial fray, 

When Little'^ Icadlest; pi-M! Mct hi< eye. 

And iJow ni> rinidoi.' sinud laii^hinK hy 

' In ifio6 Messrs. Jeffiey and Mfioie met al i.'halk Farm. The 
duel w.is preteuU'd bv the interference of th(‘ in.iKislraey ; and. on 
evauunation. the balls of the ]»istolh were found to have evaporated. 

'I liis iiuident gave (»ccasion to much waggery in the daily prints.' 
'I he First Ivlition of Ihfds^ w'as anonymous; but to the 

.Second (|)ublisln‘(l in the sumnitT of the same year) Byron pul his 
name. 'Phis at the lime Moore did not know ; but when al Iasi he

Byron, howevei, htul gone abro,id, and tlic letter got no further ' 
than Hodg.son, who prtmii‘*ed- bivt faiknl-to send it on to him. 
l\vron returned to Kngland m i8i t, a.s wo have seen ; and in the 
inloj-val Mootv h.ul (as he puts it) * taken upon himself obligations, 
l)oth as hu.sband and father, which make most men— and especially 
those who have nothing to bequeath - less willing to expose them- 
selves to danger.’ All the 5:inie, the Note to the * leadless pi.stor 
couplet rankled, and he resolved to have it out — as ]Tcaceably as 
might bc—wiih its noble author. * I'he death of Mrs. Byron,' he

remarks, ' for some time delayed my purpose. But as soon after 
that event as was consistent with decorum, 1 adiliesscd a letter to 
Lord Byron, which, referring to my former communication, and 
expressing some douhis as to its liaving ever rc.'\ched him, I re- 
stated, in pi elty nearly the samewoids, the nature of the insult, 
which, ,'is it appeared to me. the passage in his note w'a«> calculated 
to convey. “It i.s now u'^eless,'’ I continued, “to speak ot the 
steps with which it was niy intention to follow up that letter. 'Vhe 
lime which has elapsed since then, though it has done .away neither 
the injury nor the feeling of it. has, in many resj.n*cls, materially 
altered my .situation . and the only object wlhc'li I ha\f now in 
WTiimg to \oui Lordship is to pre-^ene some consistency with that 
former hiier, and to prove to vou that the injured feeling still 
e.Msts, however circuinstanoiN mnv compel me to b** deaf lo its 
dictates at present. When 1 .say ‘injured feeling,* let me a.ssure 
your Lorilship that tliere is not .i single vlmhctive sentiment in niv 
mind tow.uds you. I mean but to express that uneasme.ss, under 
(what 1 c’onsider to bet a charge of falsehood, which must h.iiml a 
man of any le«*ling to his grave, unless tht' insult be retnu'ted oi 
atoned for; and whicli, if 1 did //<»/ feel, 1 should, imlrrd, deserve 
far worse than your l^oifl.ship's ^atiie eould infliLt upon me.” In

He was 
eontciut to give tlif breakfasts in London ; to spc.ik bitterly ami 
gjvo generously (('amphell said:- ‘Boriow five luiiulred pounds 
of Rogers, and he will ne\or say a word against you till you want 
to repay hiAi') ; to jiatrtmist^ the arts atul to write, with the most 
careful and fa.stidious pen in history —(the Co/umfuis took him

lie has a heart, and gcU his speeches by il. 

In i8i 2 Hyron dedicated 'The Giaour to him, and he lived to 
accept the dedication of Master Humphreys Clock and to decline 
(1850) the Laureait'ship. and .so make way for 'Icnnyson. 

Rogers wrote nobly enough of Byron in his Italy ; and Byron, 
thoiighat Genoa he likened Rogers’s Achievcrtii ni \.otinhoriusskenxt 
was generally lavish of regard for 'the faihin* of present poesy/ x, 
Remains that achievement in satire, the famous Question and 
Afts 7 vcr wliicli, as 1 think, might have been dictated by the IDevil: — 

‘ Nose ond chin would shame a knocker, 

Wrinkles ihai would puHc Cocker, 

Mouth which niark.'^ the envious scorner. 

With a scorpion in each corner,' etc. 

It was published in Fraser (January 1833), and will be found in , 
the MiscellaHeous Pieces of this Edition.

Lettri e.\-\ii, IS Lyriin s answer .Nfoorv s imeount of the meal, 
punctilious and woidy as it is, is viorth quoting. ' Such,' .says he, 
after an admiring review of Hymn’s conduct ol tlie eoriespond- 
enei'-” ‘Such thd I find Lord Hvron. on niy first e.\|>i.*iieiice of him ; 
aivl such, — so o[»en and nianly-minderl, — did I find him to the 
la.st. ‘ It was, at first, intended b)' Mr. Rogeis that his company 
at dinner .should not extend lieyond Lord Hyron and rny.self; but 
Mr. 'l'homa.s CampUdl, having called upon out host that tnorning, 
was invited to join the party, and consented. Such a meeting 
could not bo otlu^rwise than interesting to us all. It was the first 
lime that Lord Hyron was ever .seen by any of Ids three com- 
panions ; while he, on his side, for the first time, found himself in 
the society of jxjrsons wliose names had lK:en associated wiili hi.s 
first literary dreams, and to fwo of whom he looked up with that 
tributary admiration W'hicb youthlul genius is ever ready to pay 
ii.s precursors.

Southey, no 
moie disposed th.in his antagonist to turn hi.s dieek to the sniiter, 
addressed a letter to The Lotulon Tmtier (5th January 1822), in 
whieh he evjrlii itly di iiied that he had ‘scattered abroad caliininies, 
knowing them to Imi such, against Lord Byron and others'; 
gloried m his attack on the Satanic School ; tleft-nded l*iiii.self with 
.spii It and elVeet again.sl the charge of being a scribbler of all work ; 
prottisted that he had stuck the name of the author of l)oti Juan 
ujion the giblret, for reproach and infamy a.s long as it should 
endure : and ended by counselling liyroii to 'ait.iek him 111 ihymc’ 
or not at all. Byron's reply was twofold. He challenged Southey, 
through Doiigl.is Kmnaird ; and he finished that I’luon of Jud^ 
wenty which is, by common con.scnt, oni; of il,e ninsler satire.s of 
the worlil.

'I'hey were living at Naples when fin 1823) tiicy met 
a certain C aptain Jlligh, of the Coldstream (iiiaids, nnd his wife 
Helena (n^r Paterson), both of whom they hart known in England. 
In the July (if that year Mr.s. Hligh loft her hu.sband's house in con- 
secjuonce of an intrigue with Wellesley ; but Wellesley filed an 
affidavit of denial before the Rdtish Vice-C'onsul, and persuaded 
Mrs. Wellesley to olfer the injtin^d lady the protection of her roof.

A person of jiarls, no doubt of parts, and a ceitain charm, and 
a facile, amiable, liquondi tenip<Tamenl. but ihorc was no 
cle^irer, keener vision than Keats’s ; and I fear that Keats's word 
about Heigh Hunt must lx: rcinemliored as the last.
